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RETIREMENTS IN THE ARMY AND NAVY. 

As we showed last week the year 1895 will be an 
eventful one for the Army, so far, at least, as age re- 
tirements are concerned. During that period the most 
important office in the Service—that of Commander-in- 
Chief—will become vacant by reason of Major-General 
Schofield’s retirement. This event will occur on Sept. 
29, and on that day the active list will lose one of its 
most distinguished members. Major-General Nelson 
A. Miles, commanding the Department of the East, will 
succeed Major-General Sehofield in command of the 
Army, unless something intervenes to prevent. Major- 
General Miles’ experience. has been of a valuable char- 
acter, and eminently fits him to assume the duties of the 
office, which Major-General Schofield will vacate. The 
next officer, second in importance to Major-General 
Schofield, who will retire during 1895, is Major-General 
Alex. MeD. McCook, commanding the Department of 
Colorado, who will leave the active list on April 22. 
It is expected that General McCook’s successor on the 
list of Major-Generals will be Brig.-General Thomas H. 
Ruger, commanding the Department of the Missouri, 
and the vacancy thus created on the list of Brigadier- 
Generals will probably be filled by the appointment of 
Col. W. R. Shafter, of the 1st Inf. In the staff, the 
Corps of Engineers and the Pay Corps will lose their 
ranking officers. The Engineer Corps will also lose 
another of its best men in the retirement of Col. Cyrus 
B. Comstock Feb. 3. It will be seen from the names 
given here and those published last week that promo- 
tions in this corps will be active. The following officers 
of the line of the Army will also retire. The date 
follows their names: Capt. William N. Tisdall, 1st 
Inf., April 6; Col. BE. C. Mason, 3d Inf., May 81; Capt. 
G. L. Luhn, 4th Inf., Feb. 19; Col. Peter T. Swaine, 
22d-Inf., Jan. 21; Capt. Frederic M. Crandal, 24th Inf., 
May 12; Col. La Rhett L. Livingston, 3d Art., Feb. 


2, and Capt. Oscar Elling, 3d Cav., Aug. 8. Post 
Chaplain John D. Parker will retire Sept. 8. There 


will be 16 transfers from the limited to the unlimited 
retired list during the next year. The following is a 
list of officers who will be transferred to the latter 
list with the dates of transfer: Capt. Henry 8S. Howe, 
Jan. 2; 1st Lieut. Chas. W. Keyes, Feb. 1; Capt. Se- 
bastizn Gunther, Feb. 6; Major Emil Adam, Feb. 20; 
Capt. James Kennington, March 17; Capt. John Me- 
Gilvray, March 22; Capt. Algeron S. M. Morgan, May 
9; Capt. James Powell, May 12; Col. William R. Gib- 
son, May 30; Capt. William R. Pease, July 8; Capt. 
John Hamilton, Aug. 19; Capt. Michael Leahy, Sept. 
22; 1st ‘Lieut. Nelson Bronson, Noy. 14; Capt. Henry 
Sweeney, Nov. 26; Col. Montgomery Bryant, Dec. 28, 
and Capt. Adam Badeau, Dee. 29. 

The list of age retirements in the Navy to occur in 
1895 bears comparison with those of previous years. One 
Rear Admiral will be retired, Rear Admiral J. A. 
Greer, Feb. 28. His retirement will promote Rear 
Admiral William A. Kirkland, commanding the Eu- 
ropean station. Rear Admiral Greer'’s retirement will 
create a yaecaney in the office of presidency of the 
Retiring and Examining Board, which will be filled 
by the appointment of Capt. Frederick V. McNair, who 
will be made Commodore on Rear Admiral Greer’s re- 
tirement. Commodore Edward kh. Potter will retire 
in his present grade on May 9. A strong effort was 
made to induce Rear Admiral Carpenter to retire im- 
mediately, so as to permit of Commodore Potter’s pro- 
motion to the grade of Rear Admiral. That officer 
refused, however, and much to the regret of Commo- 
dore Potter’s friends he will be relegated to the re- 
red list without securing the highest naval grade. 
Rear Admiral Greer and Commodore Potter are the 
only line Officers who will retire next year. In the 
staff there is a larger number of retirements. The 
Medic2] Corps will lose two officers, Medical Director 
R. C. Dean, who retires May 27, and Medical Director 
A. L. Ginon, who retires Sept. 28. Medical Director 
Gihon is the ranking officer of the Medical Corps, and 
he is now on duty at the Naval Hospital, Washington. 
There will be only one retirement in the Pay Corps, 
that of Pay Inspector Worth Goldsborough, who re- 
tires on Oct. 9. Three retirements will occur in the 
Engineer Corps. Chief Engineer B. B. H. Wharton 
will leave the active list on June 13, Chief Engineer 
Elijah Laws, March 20, and Chief Engineer Thomas 
Williamson, Aug. 5. The only chief of Bureau whose 
term of duty for that office will expire during 1895 
is Chief Engineer George W. Melville, Chief of the 
Bureau of Engineering. All the other bureau chiefs 
are recent appointees and their tours of duty will not 
come to a close for at least two years. Chief Engi- 
neer Melville has been highly complimented at the way 
in which he has conducted the affairs of his bureau. 
That the Department appreciated this fact was shown 
by its action in appointing him to hold the position for 
a second term. It is not frequently customary for 
bureau chiefs to remain in these positions more than 
two terms, but it is possible that an exception may be 
made in the case of Chief Engineer Melville. 


An important conference took place at the Navy 
Depurtment last Saturday between Secretary Herbert, 
Mr. Carnegie, Mr. Frick and Mr. Knox, the attorney 
for the Carnegie Company. At this conference, it is 
understood, Mr. Carnegie made the broad and fair 
proposition that his company stood willing and ready 
to have all questionable armor plate subjected to a 
ballistic test, and that it would even go so far as to 
stand the expense of such trials and replace the plates 
destroyed by new ones. It was even willing to supply 
new plates without further tests for any plates which 
the Navy Department considered came below the con- 
tract requirements. The company is apparently ear- 
nest in its determination to resort to the most extreme 
measures for relieving itself from the position in which it 
has been placed by reason of the act of its dishonest 
workmen. It knows full well that it can and is now 
turning out armor of excellent quality, but that it will 
be handicapped in future contracts unless all suspicion 
caused by newspaper criticisms is removed. Secretary 
Herbert does not regard the proposition of the com- 
pany as sufficiently definite for him to take any fur- 
ther action in the matter, but it is expected that the 
company will soon submit a written statement to the 
above effect, and that the Senate Naval Committee 
will modify the Cummings resolution to conform to 
the liberal suggestions made by Mr. Carnegie. This 
subject will be taken up by the committee at its meet- 
ing on Wednesday next. Secretary Herbert author- 
izes the following statement in regard to the Carnegie 
affair: 

Mr. Carnegie came into my office and said he had seen 
my testimony before the Naval Committee of the Senate. 
and indicated that if the matter was to go on he would 
make a proposition; that he was willing to do anything that 
was fair. Mr. Carnegie expressed himself as having un- 
bounded confidence in the armor, and said he was willing to 
go to any expense to show it. I told him that the news- 
papers had only published a portion of my statement before 
the committee. I stated to him the substance of what that 
evidence was. I told him the testimony had been published 
by the Senate Committee; that he could get a copy of it; 
that I had given it as my opinion that the Quay amend- 
ment providing that the $140,000 should be returned to his 
company in case the plates named should pass the ballistic 
test ought not to pass; that that fine was not imposed on 
the idea that the plates would not stand the ballistic tests, 
although on this point I might be mistaken. I further said 
that whether the plates stood that test or not, I did not 
think he was entitled to the money, because the fine had 
been imposed upon the company upon the ground that it had 
not made the plates as much better than what those tests 
indicated as it could have done. I referred Mr. Carnegie 
and his friends to the printed testimony, and they left with- 
out making to me any definite proposition, and without say- 
ing anything about suing the Government. I told Mr. Car- 
negie that so far as the Department was concerned, the 
payment of that fine was considered as a final settlement 
of the question of damages. 


Apropos of the recent discussion concerning the 
speed of cruisers compared with that of mail and pas- 
senger steamers, some time ago H. M. 8S. Crescent was 
coaling at Colombo, when she received orders to proceed 
to Singapore and Hong Kong. She left thirty hours 
behind the P. & O. steamship Surat, and got into Singa- 
pore two hours ahead of her. 


The London “Army and Navy Gazette” believes the 
success of the Japanese at Vort Arthur to have been 
due in great part to the high-angle howitzers with 
which their army was equipped. ‘These guns were 
made by Krupp, of Essen, and are of small calibre, 
throwing a shell of 36-kilos weight. 


Now that the Signal Corps has an aeronaut among its 
enlisted force, it is talking of manufacturing its own 
balloons. It is the intention of this corps to purchase 
the material from time to time out of the funds on hand, 
and it is believed that Capt. Glassford, signal officer at 
Denver, with the assistance of the aeronaut, can build 
a satisfactory balloon. The aeronaut who has been en- 
listed is a man named Baldwin, who has gained a good 
deal of notoriety by the numerous ascensions and start- 
ling parachute drops he has made. He is now obtain- 
ing a scientific education on the subject, and will un- 
doubtedly be of great help to the Signal Corps. General 
Greeley is anxious that the Corps should have at least 
two balloons. The one now at Fort Riley, which is still 
in good condition, cost $1,800. The officers of the 
Signal Corps believe that they can build one at a much 
cheaper figure. General Greeley has received applications 
from the Departinent of California and Department of 
Texas, asking that the balloon be forwarded to the de- 
partments for the purpose of giving practical instruc- 
tion to the men engaged in signal work. This will prob- 
ably be done after Major-General McCook is through 
with it in his department. While in the Department of 
Colorado, the balloon will probably be sent from post to 
post, and instruction in its use given at each of them. 


Mr. James Creelman, an American correspondent with 
the Japanese Army, gives the following account of the 
messaere at Port Arthur: “Women and children were 
hunted and shot at as they fled to the hills with their pro- 
tectors. The town was sacked from end to end and the 
inhabitants were butchered in their own homes. ... I saw 
soldiers trampling over the twitching bodies of dying men 
to rob their houses. There was no attempt to conceal the 
appalling crimes. Shame had vanished. It was heartrend- 
ing to see men dodging around corners like hunted beasts 
and kneeling for mercy but getting none. ,..I am satis- 
fied that not more than 100 Chinamen were killed in fair 


battle at Port Arthur, and that at least 2,000 unarmed 
men were put to death.” We are sorry to learn of this 
depiorable state of affairs, to which it is almost impossible 
not to give credence. The Japanese Army seems to be 
modern in every respect but this, and has gained for itself 
the admiration and respect of the civilized world. We 
could wish that the war had been carried through without 
this stain upon it. 


The New York “Times” reports that there will soon be 
a revision of the armor specifications for the Navy Dée- 
partment, preparatory to another agreement with the Car- 
negie Steel Company and the Bethlehem Company. The 
matter has only been discussed generally, and no conclu- 
sion has been reached regarding the nature of the re- 
quirements, or whether the terms shall be made still more 
severe or lessened, though the possibilities favor even 
more exacting requirements, though in the view of the 
contractors the tests are already too severe. Captain 
Sampson acknowledged that the required tests are more 
severe for thick armor than for thin, but he is not con- 
vinced that it is necessary or desirable to make any 
change in the tests now prescribed. 


Major-General Schofield, commanding the’ Army, has 
not yet given consideration to the batch of Indian brevet 
cases which are awaiting his action. It is expected that 
they will be taken up immediately after the New Year 
and ‘finally disposed of. These cases were left over from 
the last session of Congress, on account of the insuffi- 
ciency of proof or the absence of the recommendation of 
the Department Commander, which is required by law. Ac- 
tion cannot be taken in many of these cases, on account of 
this latter defect in the papers submitted and the refusal 
of the present Department Commander to make recom- 
merdation when he is not satisfied that the meritorious 
service has been recommended. ‘Major-General Schofiel| 
has 40 cases in this batch. 

Rear-Admiral Kirkland is at last gradually getting a 
fleet under his command. It is understood that the De- 
partment is now considering the advisability of. ordering 
the cruiser Cincinnati to the European Station, and there 
is every reason to believe that the Secretary will decide 
to give her this assignment. Besides the Cincinnati. 
Rear-Admiral Kirkland will have under his command the 
San Francisco and the Marblehead. None of these ves- 
sels has yet started, but the San Francisco is expected 
to start within the next week or so, and the Cincinnati 
and Marblehead will follow shortly afterwards. The as- 
signment of the Cincinnati to European waters further 
decreases the chances of squadron evolutions for the 
North Atlantic Squadron. 


The first official order of an officer to prepare for duty 
on board the new cruiser Olympia was issued on Wed- 
nesday last, when Lieut.-Comdr. William S. Cowles, at 
present Naval Attache at London, was directed to re- 
turn home and hold himself in readiness for service as 
executive officer of that vessel. The Olympia ‘will be 
ready to go into commission within a few weeks. She 
is all in readiness now, with the exception of one 8-inch 
gun, which is speeding across the continent to.San Fran- 
cisco, and which will be placed in position upon arrival. 
Capt. John J. Read will command the cruiser. ‘The Navy 
Department is now making up a crew for the ship. 


A number of Navy nominations have been held up by 
the failure of the Secretary to dispose of the cases of 
Lievtenant-Commander Crocker, who is now being re-ex- 
amined for promotion, and Lieutenant Seltmidge, who was 
found physically disqualified and given until] Feb 15 in 
which to recuperate so .as to undergo another examination. 
The list of nominations is large, but action carmmot be ex- 
pected upon it until the Selfridge case is disposed of. The 
delay in these cases will not interfere with the publication 
of the Navy Register. 

The War Department has received the report of Major 
Hasbrouck and Captain Lancaster, appointed to revise the 
Light .Artillery drill regulations.: These officers met at 
Fort Monroe, on Nov. 20, and disposed. of their work 
some days ago. It is understood that the number of 
changes made is quite large, at least 48 of the regulations 
having been eliminated and others substituted, and a num- 
ber of others amended. They are expected to be pub- 
lished immediately after the New Year: 


The enterprise of the New York Naval Militia is to be 
commended. They have arranged with Capt. Henry C. 
Taylor, U. S. N., President of the Naval War College at 
Newport, to lecture on Wednesday, Jan. 9, on the “Rela- 
tion of a Naval Reserve to Coast Defence.” The ‘New 
York Militia have given much attention to this subject 
and the lecture is sure to be full of interest on account 
of the reputation of the lecturer: 


The Senate has confirmed all the Army and Navy nom- 
inations which have been sent in, except that of Lieut. 
Comdr. Franklin Hanford, to be a commander. Two 
Army nominations will be sent in by the President imme- 
diately after Congress meets. They will be those of Ist 
Lieut. S. C. Mills, 12th Inf., to be a Captain in the 12th, 
and 2d Lieut. M. L. Hersey, 9th Inf., to be a 1st Lieut- 
enant in the 12th. 


There are 12 Populists in the present Touse of Represen- 
tatives. There will be 6 Populists in the next House, a 
loss of one-half. 
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NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


The Military Order of the Loyal Legion of the United 
States, of the District of Columbia Commandery, has 
issued War Papens 13, 14, 15, 16, 17 and 18. 

The “Uses of Compressed Air.” by Mr. Addison CO. 
Rand, which was published in the summer, ‘has met with 
such a cordial reception ‘that the first edition has been 
exhausted amd the second is about to appear. Mr. Rand’s 
pook did not treat of the technical uses of compressed 
air, but gave an account of the practical uses to which 
air has so far been applied. The book abounds in illus- 
trations, is exquisitely gated, and is very handsome in 
its mechanical details of printing amd binding. Published 
by the Republic Press, 14 Lafayette Place, New_York. 

The holiday number of “Town Topics,” of 63 pages, 
is very tastefully gotten out, and contains a large amount 
of pleasamt reading matter. There is a short story by 
Bret Harte, entitled, “The Judgment of Bolina’s Plan, 
and @ poem enititled “The King of Is,” by Bliss Carman, 
very cleverly written and illustrated. ie 

In “Penrhyn’s Pilgrimage,” Arthur Peterson, U. 8. 
N., has given us the result of his travels in a delightful 
poem under the above title. The work has no little literary 
merit amd will be of peculiar interest to ‘Naval officers. 
New York: G. P. Putnam’s Sons. 2 ; 

“Hints on Horse Shoeiing,” by John Kiernan, Chief Fiar- 
rier and Instructor in Horse Shoeing, U. S. Army. ‘This 
is a very vailuaible ‘book on the subject and contains much 
that is useful on the care iand diseases of horses. It is 
approved by a board of 28 cavalry officers, headed by 
Brevet Miajor-General Hatch, Colonel of ‘the 9th Cavalry. 

*Harper’s Monthly Magazine’ for January begins with an 
excellent article on “The Fortunes of the Bourbons,"’ by 
Kate Mason Rowland. The frontispiece connected with this 
article is a lifelike likeness of the late Comte de Paris, and 
the article is profusely illustrated with acts of the kings of 
the house. Mr. Thomas Hardy has changed the title of his 
serial “‘The Simpletons’’ to ‘“‘Hearts Insurgent,’’ because of 
the likeness of the former title to that of another English 
novel. Mr. Julian Ralph, the well-known correspondent, has 
an article on “Charleston and the Carolinas.”’ Sarah Orne 
Jewett contributes one of her delightful stories, and Owen 
Wister comes forward with something more about *Lin 
McLean.”’ And Richard Harding Davis begins a serial which 
promises to be in keeping with his reputation as a writer. 
It is a very attractive number. 

The memories associated with the “Atlantic Monthly”’ 
give it a character which is almost sacred in the eyes of 
those whose recollections go back to the days when Emer- 
son, Lowell, Longfellow, Holmes, and many others were 
through its columns establishing a reputation for American 
literature. We have a letter written to us many years ago 
by Dr. Holmes, in which he told how he gave name to the 
“Atlantic.’”” And we recall the story Aldrich tells of the ac- 
ceptance of his first contribution to the “Atlantic’’ by his 
predecessor in the office of editor, the genial Fields. How 
well we recall the Old Corner bookstore with its experiences 
of Attic wit and good fellowship. Magazines may come and 

igazines may go, and the fashion of the day changes, but 
the “Atlantic” holds on to its original ambition of making a 
monthly which depends wholly upon the interest of its lit- 
erary matter for success. This adds to the difficulties of 
editing, but it secures a character for the **Atlantic’’ which 
has become almost unique and gives it a place of its own 
among periodical literature. The issue for January is un- 
usually attractive.

In a little, stuffy third story room of a small, old-fasn- 
ioned hotel in the City of Washington lies, bedridden, as 
gallant a soldier as ever drew sword in defence of his 
country, Gen. Alfred Pleasonton, U. S. A., writes a 
“Herald” correspondent. When I sat by this veteran's 
bedside and heard him again discourse of his early cam- 
paigns against the Mexicans and Sioux, and listened to 
his reminiscences of Gen. Zach Taylor, General Harney, 
General Fremont, and General Seott, with all of whom 
he was associated in the earlier days of his career, I felt 
as if I were hearing the story of the great Republic. And 
[I could searcely imagine that here lay the man who, 
with 7,000 cavalry, drove Price out of Missouri, who se- 
lected such men as Kilpatrick and Custer for his briga- 
diers, and who was within an ace of being assigned to 
the command of the Army of the Potomac. 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri, in a speech in the House of 
Representatives, said: “I want to tell you, Mr. Speaker, 
one of the first things I remember distinctly about the 
war. I see the man sitting in front of me who recalls it. 
It makes the blood in my heart go faster to look upon 
his countenance—Daniel Edward Sickles. All that I re- 
member of it I read in the newspaper at the time of the 


battle of Gettysburg, and that was that General Sickles 
was carried off of ‘that battlefied with his leg shot off, 


smoking a cigar. I thought it was ‘the coolest thing that 
lL ever heard of, and I did not believe any man could do 
it; but when I have seen him standing up here in this 
House sometimes, badgered by a dozen men at one time, 
and he, as cool as an icicle, polite as Chesterfield, and 
hurling them off, I have believed the story that I read 
about the field of Gettysburg.”

PROPER VESSEL FOR NAVAL CADETS 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In your issue of Dec. 22 you suggest that the Hart- 
‘ford, if refitted, be turned over to the Naval Academy 
for a practice ship. From a sentimental point of view 
this would seem very appropriate, but the other advan- 
tages set forth in your article would, in the opinion of 
many, if not most, officers, be overruled by the disad- 
vantages 

In the first place, we must seek the object of a_prac- 
tice ship. It is acknowledged by all that the conditions 
obtaining on such a vessel must differ materially from 
those of a reawlar war vessel. This is due to the peculiar 
status of the Naval Cadet, who is treated neither like an 
officer, a seaman, or a schoolboy. There is a special code 
of punishments for him; there are certain duties he can 
perform, others he cannot; all laid down in regulations or 
accepted traditions. At the Naval Academy he learns, 
or is expected to learn, thoroughly the handling of spars, 
sails, and boats. On the practice cruise he must learn to 
what use this knowledge can be put. In other words, he 
must learn how to handle a-sailing ship. ‘To this end he 
must become accustomed to giving decisive orders in such 
a manner that they will be instantaneously carried out. 

He will learn this not only by practice himself, but by 
the example of officers, and by noticing the mistakes of 
his classmates. The practice of handling men can only 
be acquired on a sailing ship, for on a steamer evolu- 
tions would be reduced to a minimum. If the wind were 
ahead, it would be “furl sail.” If it came on to blow, the 
same. Getting under way would be no evolution at all. 
In fact, with a steamer, the sail drill would simply con- 
sist of singing out the orders, and as it would not be a 
matter of much consequence whether they were carried 
out or not, we can imagine the results. 

As for comfort, every one knows that a vessel with 
steam in her boilers is much hotter than one without 
steam, besides the nauseating smell of the engine room 
which permeates the middle section of such a_ vessel. 
The cadets could under no circumstances be more com- 
fortably situated than they were on the Monongahela. 
The object of two smaller vessels, as recommended by 
Commodore Phythian, is that the same number of cadets 
could perform twice the number of evolutions that they 
could perform on one vesse Fewer men would be re- 
quired, and the ships could. perform delicate evolutions 
in narrow channels that could not well be performed by 
a larger vessel. The cadets would gain a confidence in 
their capacity of handling a ship that would last them 
through their lifetime; and any man who can handle a 
sailing ship with ease, will never be at a loss to handle 
the largest steamers. Where sails alone are depended 
upon emergencies must be provided for, accidents must be 
immediately attended to, all of which tends to develop 
a fertility of resource not to be acquired in any other 
way. 

Lack of wind can easily be remedied by cruising in a 
section where calms are rare, as off the New England 
coast. And one point must not be forgotten, and that is 
that the cadets are young and require considerable exer- 

cise to keep them out of mischief. Nething is more detri- 
mental to their general welfare than idleness. And if 
exercise is taken as a necessity, as it is on a sailing ves- 
sel, instead of as a drill, as it would be on a steamer, 
it ceases to be a burden. 

In other words, the principal aim of a practice ship 
confidence, ability in handling men, fertility of resource, 
accompanied by a healthy amount of physical exercise— 
would be completely lost were that ship a steamer.

We beg to call the attention of our correspondent to the 
fact that the arguments he uses in favor of the Monongo- 
hela are those we have employed for the Hartford. The 
Monongohela was built for a steamer, and always will re- 
main essentially a steamer, while the Hartford is prim- 
arily a sailing ship, and a good working ship. He will 
notice that we suggested the use of the auxiliary steam 
power only under certain circumstances, and to save val- 
uable time which would be wholly lost in the Monongohela. 
We do not suggest getting under way utder 
use steam in any case whatever, unless necessity de- 
mands. The few times during the cruise, in which steam 
would be thus used, would not materially add to 
comfort of the cadets. We believe that a European cruise 
is best for the corps of cadets, and that in such a cruise 
they learn more of their profession and acquire more ge"- 
eral knowledge than in two cruises on the home station. 
We argue for the Hartford because she is a sailing sh'p, 
and, in our opinion, the best sailing ship that can be got 
for the Academy. And her steam, used only on extra- 
ordinary occasions, will reduce the dreaded idleness to a 
minimum.

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FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS—THIRD SESSION, 

Business at the Capitol has been at a standstill during 
the holiday week, and very little has been done of interest 
to either the Army or the Navy. There have been no mect- 
ings of the service committees in either House, and prac- 
tically the only work that has been done has been the 
preparation of the first draft of the Naval Appropriation 
bill by the clerk of the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs, under the direction of Mr. Talbot, the chairman of 
the sub-committee on appropriations. The first draft of 
the bill is simply the estimates of the Department put 
into bill form, and affords no indication of what the bill 
will finally be when acted upon by the Committee. The 
Navy Personnel bill is at a standstill, but the House 
Committee will go right to work upon it again as soon 
as Congress re-assembles, and will hold daily meetings 
until it is disposed of and reported to the House, Mr. 
Meyer, who has done the lion’s share of the work in pre- 
paring the bill, is still hopeful of its passage through both 
Houses of Cc ongress before the adjournment, but his con- 
fidence is not shared by many members of the Committee, 
and it is generally believed that the bill will fail. The 
Senate Committee has not yet commenced its considera- 
tion. 

Nothing has been done since the adjournment by either 
of the Committees on Military Affairs, and even the most 





ardent wishers for legislation looking to the reorganiza- 
tion of the Army do not believe it will be possible to get 
a bill through at the present session. The House ¢ Jommit- 
tee will work on this subject, and the Senate will give 
it some consideration, but it is doubtful if any measure 
is reported from either Committee. Senator Cockrell, of 
Missouri, introduced a bill for the reorganization of the 
Infantry on the day before the recess. It proposes a 
three-battalion organization, but on somewhat different 
lines from that proposed in the War Department measure. 
Senator Cockrell introduced the bill at the request of a 
civilian correspondent in Wisconsin, who wrote to him 
that it had been prepared by some of the Army officers 
stationed in that State. 

The House Committee on Pensions has reported favor- 
ably upon the bill to pension Mrs. Katherine Todd Crit- 
tenden, and upon the Pill to pension Mrs. Martha Curtis 
Carter.

Comments on Courts Martial Cases. 


General Ruger in acting upon the C. M. case of Sergt. 
August Schneider, Signal Corps, Fort Sheridan, says: ‘The 
testimony of the officer preferring the charge shows that he 
first committed an error by overstepping his authority in 
calling Sergeant Schneider to account for refusing to send a 
telegraph message unless prepaid, after being informed that 
the refusal was in accordance with instructions given by the 
commanding officer of the post. But the action of his supe- 
rior officer, although mistaken, cannot be permitted to serve 
as a shield for the disrespect shown to him by Sergeant 
Schneider, under the finding of the court, which is approved. 
Sergeant Schneider will, therefore, take warning from the 
result of this trial, to conduct himself with proper respect 
to his military superiors on all occasions.’ 

In the case of Private Edward Pohlman, Co. D, 18th Inf., 
found guilty of conduct prejudicial to good order and mili- 
tary discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of War, and 
sentenced ‘“‘to forfeit to the U. 8S. $5 of his pay,’’ Gen. 
Wheaton says: “In the foregoing case certain matter of ag- 
gravation, showing the circumstances and serious results of 
the misconduct alleged, was properly incorporated in the 
specification. The court allowed itself to be beguiled into 
grave error by counsel, who quoted certain legal maxims 
and alleged that the specification as referred for trial vio- 
lated them. Upon his motion, notwithstanding a clear ex- 
planation by the Judge Advocate of the nature and purpose 
of the parts objected to, the court struck out materia 
portions of the specifications and proceeded to trial upon 
the comparatively unimportant remnant. Being thus en- 
trapped, it would still have been possible for the court to 
mete out a sufficient punishment had evidence been taken to 
exhibit fully the facts of the misconduct, but this avenue 
was closed in fact, but not necessarily, by a plea of guilty, 
and the whole barren proceedings were appropriately ended 
by a trifling fine of $5. The proceedings and sentence are 
disapproved, Dec. 6, 1894, and the prisoner will be restorea 
0 uty.’

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 

Acting Secretary Hamlin has sent the following self-ex- 
planatory letter to 2d Lieut. E. P. Bertholf, of the Rev- 
enue steamer Forward, stationed at Mobile, Ala.: 

“The report of the board of officers of the Revenue Cutter 
Service, recently convened at Mobile, to investigate the 
charges of * ‘conduct to the prejudice of good order and dis- 
cipline,”’ and “oppressing and maltreating an inferior officer 
by abusive and insulting language,”’ preferred against you 
by 3d Lieut. W. H. O. Hay, R. C. S., on Sept. 25 last, at 
which time both of you were attached to the Revenue 
steamer Forward, and you were acting as executive officer 
of that vessel, has submitted to the Department a report, 
from which it appears that you pleaded guilty to all the 
charges and specifications, but submitted a statement, under 
oath, of extenuating circumstances. The Board has recom- 
mended as a punishment for the offence committed that you 
be officially reprimanded, but in view of the exasperating 
circumstances long continued, recommended that clemency 
be shown you. The Department regrets that an officer of 
your standing in the service, particularly while acting as 
executive officer of a Revenue vessel, should so far forget 
himself as to apply to a brother officer the abusive and in- 
sulting language which you admit you used toward Lieuten- 
ant Hay, even though the provocation and the tax upon 
your patience were very great, and it expects that such con- 
duct will not be repeated. 

The report of the Board on the charges preferred by Lieu- 
tenant Hay against © a John Brann has also been received 
and will immediately be acted upon. 

The report of the Board on the charges filed against Lieu- 
tenant Hay has not yet reached the Department. 

Secretary Carlisle, on Dec. 20, ordered the Revenue cutter 
Grant, at Port Townsend, and the Rush, at San Francisco, 
to proceed ncerthward in search of nine American vessel» 
which are eleven days overdue from British Columbia and 
other ports. 


From the New-York “Sun”: The proper policy of the 
United States, with regard ‘to foreign entanglements, 
would be as follows: (1) Send a warship to Honolulu; (2) 
send a warship to Apia Bay; (3) keep a warship within 
easy steaming distance of Bluefields; (4) American senti- 
ment and the American eagle will do the rest. 


We learn from a report jest presented co the French 
Legislature by its Budget Committee thar the Republic 
has during the last four years been gradually decreasing 
both the number of ‘troops and military expenditure, the 
estimates for that branch of service being now some 
$20,000,000 less tham what they were in 1891. 





London “Engineering” of Nov. 30 gives an illustra- 
tion of a mew time fuse, the invention of Mr. H. V. 
Keeson, of London. Its action depends on the fact that a 
projectile in flight rotates about its longitudinal axis, and 
is capable of winding a nut along a screw fixed in its axis, 
if the nut be held stationary by a weight that does not 
share in the rotary mation of the projectile. As the 
speed of rotation of the projectile is known, it follows 
that the time required for the nut to travel a given dis- 
tance can be accurately determined, aind in this way the 
explosion of the shell, after a certain ned interval, 
can be exactly fixed, 





RECENT DEA THS. 


The death of Mrs. Thomas G. Pitcher, which occurred 
at her residence, in Washington, on Christmas day, has 
brought sadness to one of our Army homes. Her hus- 
band and her two sons are members of the service, and 
few Army ladies were better known than was Mrs. 
Pitcher. Her life work with her soldier husband began in 
the 50’s, on the Texas frontier, and continued up to and 
through the civil war, when her tender nursing brought 
back to comparative health her husband, wounded at 
Cedar Mountain, Va. She followed him in his duties, as 
Superintendent of the Military Acddemy, from 1866 to 
1871, when she came into contact with almost every man 
prominent during the war then jyst ended. . Her ex- 
perience at the Soldiers’ Home, Washington, 1872-77, ex- 
tended this acquaintance, and this was followed by a 
further experience of similar nature when General Pitcher 
was in charge of the Natiodal Soldiers’ Home, in New 
York. Of late years she has given up her life to the care 
of her invalid husband, who lay he!pless in an adjoining 
room while his wife expired in the arms of her son, Lewis, 
who was happily present on a visit from his distant post. 
Mrs. Pitcher was laid to rest in the pretty Rock Creek 
Cemetery, near the National Capitol, leaving to her 
two Captain sons, John and Lewis, an example of devo- 
tion to duty which will be an inspiration through life. Dr. 
Buck, of St. Paul’s Rock Creek Church, assisted by Dr. 
Aspinwall, read a most beautiful and impressive service 
at the funeral. Hosts of Mrs. Pitcher’s friends were 
present and her casket was buried in a mass of beautiful 
roses, violets and carnations, sent by friends. In spite of 
the terrible weather that prevailed, many ladies were also 
present. It was a beautiful gathering of Army loving and 
sympathizing friends. The pall-bearers. who followed, Mrs. 
Pitcher to the grave were Generals John Gibbon, J. 8. 
Mason, Stanley, Vincent, Wilcox, Flagler, Sutherland 
and Col. J. M. Wilson, all old friends. General and 
Mrs. Schofield were also present, also Generals Casey 
and Sutherland, Col. J. M. Wilson and Captains Porter 
and Whitney, of General Pitcher’s old: regiment, the 8th 
Infantry. 


The Military Order of the Loyal Legion of Pennsyl- 
vania, in their cireular in memoriam of Rear-Admiral 
Edward Yorke McCauley, U. N., who died at James- 
town, R. I., Sept. 14, says of That “At the time of the 
plague in Barbary he was sent to Malta. and when the 
plague reached there, to Consul-General Sharples’ family 
in Spain, after having passed some time in Italy. A long 

residence during the early years of his life in the East 
and in Italy, Spain, and France, gave a naturally fine 
and impressionable character a permanent predilection 
for the study of national manners and customs, and es- 
pecially of linguistics. His quick observation and “deli- 
cate discrimination made him a true artist and enabled 
him to acquire a very unusual mastery both of the syntax 
and pronunciation ‘of many foreign languages. Few 

Americans have ever so nearly approached the native’s 
pronunciation and finency in Arabic (and in his earlier 
vears Turkish) with their various dialects, as well as 
Spanish, Italian, and French. He added to these ac- 
complishments (which were the sources of much pleasure 
to him and information to philologists through his pub. 
lished ‘Dictionary of Egyptian Hieroglyphics,’ etc.) tha 
of a very clever artist with brukh:and pencil, a gift whieh, 
like the military instincts of his family, is seen in his 
children. He was elected to membership in the Ameri- 
ean Philosophical Society Jan. 21. 1881: the Cambridge 
Oriental Society, and was granted the degree of LL.D 
by Hobart College, honoris cansa, June, 1 As a man 
he was devoted to his family, and its members to him. 
He was a faithful and affectionate friend, gallant and 
accomplished.” " 

Mrs, Harriet Baldwin Delafield, widow of General Richard 
Delatie, Chief of a Wy U. 8: A. died suddenly ‘at her 
home, in Washington, D. C., on the night of Dec. 1 Mrs. 
Delafield resided with her three daughters, who, about 7 Pp, ™,, 
started downstairs for dinner, Hearing a nolse on the 
upper floor, the daughters ran upstairs and found their mother 
lying prostrate on the floor. In ten minutes she was dead. 
The physicians attribute death to apoplexy. Mrs. Delafield 
was S38 years of age, and had a large circle of friends. Gen- 
eral Delafield died in 1873. The body was taken to New York 
and placed in the family vault in Greenwood Cemetery on Dec, 
18 after funeral services held at Trinity Chape’. 

Many officers of the Army will sorely regret to learn of 
the death of the Reverend Father Francesco Caxo, for 
many years Catholic rector of the Cold Spring and West 
Point parish. He died at his home, in Canicatti, Sicily, on 
Nov. 16 last. He was a warm patriot, and an ardent ad- 
mirer of the free institutions of this country, and loved the 
country of his adoption second only to Italy. He reached 
the age of 75 years. . 

Col. J. B. Bachelder, who died this week at - Beston, 
Mass., was known throughout the country as the govern- 
ment historian of the Battle of Gettysburg. Before the 
smoke had hardly cleared away from that battle, he went 
on the field by order of the United States authorities, and 
began what proved to be his life work, for he had ever since 
been collecting the facts and writing out the history of that 
memorable conflict. 

Francis R. Marble, aged 77 years, died on the 18th _‘re'., at 
the residence of his son-in-law, Capt. George Rahlen, a. y. M., 
U. S. A., in Detroit, Mich. Mr. Marble had f the 
summer in Detroit and had.been in apparently excellent 
health until about ten days before his death. The remains 
were taken to Columbus, O., for interment. 

The Hon. James Gilfillan, who served with distinction during 
the war as Colonel of the 11th Minnesota Infantry Volunteers, 
and who thas for the past twenty-five years been Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of Minnesota, died Dec. 16, at 
St. Paul.

Mr. Blair, of New Hampshire, recently made an able 
speech in the House on General Stark, of Revolutionary 
fame, whose statue, with that of Webster, has been 
presented to Congress. Mr. Blair said that General 
Stark was the military genius of the Revolutionary 
War. Although he was not always a model of un- 
questioning subordination, for he was better adapted 
to command alone than to serve under mediocrity. In 
closing, Mr. Blair used these stirring words, which 
called forth the applause of the House: “It has been 
deemed fitting by New Hampshire, who has not for- 
gotten the importance of his perpetual presence in the 
grounds of her own capital, that his statue should be 
placed among those of the immortals in yonder Hall. 
I close with the sentiment which Gen. John Stark 
gave to the committee which sought his presence at 
the celebration of the battle of Bennington not long 


before his death: ‘Stand by the flag of your country; 


live free or die!’”’ 

Secretary Herbert accepted on Friday last the group 
of 17-inch Carnegie armor for the forward barbette of 
the battleship Oregon. The Secretary was influenced 
in this action because the cracking of the plate on tus 
first shot was done by «a superior shell, and _ the 
Carnegie Company is entitled to the same concession 
granted to the Bethlehem Company in the case of their 
18-inch plate. This concession was made before the 
test of the latter plate, and the Secretary agreed that 
a crack under the first shot only should not of itself 
be cause for the rejection of the plate unless there were 
flaws in the armor. Mr. Carnegi2z, Mr. Frick and the 
attorney for the Carnegie Company came to Washing- 
ton on Saturday in relation to the acceptance of the 
group, but were informed of the Secretary's action 
before seeing him. 


Secretary Herbert has remittet! the unexpired por- 
tions of the sentences of Commander Oscar i. Heyer- 
mon and Lieut. C. H. Lyman, found responsible by 
court-martial for the loss of the Kearsarge. In 
his letter to these officers remitting their sentences. 
Secretary Herbert states that he is influenced in this ac- 
tion by the fact that a greater number of vacancies have 
occurred in their respective grades since their sentences 
went into effect than was anticipated by the Depart- 
ment, and they have therefore suffered more than was 
desired. The two officers have both been placed on 
waiting orders.

Secretary Herbert has notified the State Department 
of his action in issuing orders to Rear Admiral Kirk- 
land, commanding the European station, directing him 
to give all assistance in his power to the proposed in- 
vestigation into the Armenian atrocities. It was with 
a view to aiding Rear Admiral Kirkland in carrying 
out his orders, it is understood, that Secretary Herbert 
directed the assignment of the Marblehead to the Eu- 
ropean station. By reason of her light draught the 
Marblehead is particularly well fitted for this duty. 
Owing to the treaty of Paris of 1855 vessels of the size 
of the Chicago and San Francisco are prohibited from 
going up the Dardanelles. The Marblehead, however, 
will undoubtedly afford any assistance that may be 
necessary from an American man-of-war during the 
proposed investigation. 


The War and Navy Departments are hard et work 
making up the Registers of the Army and Navy for 
1895. Both are promised to be in readiness for issue 
about the same time, Jan. 15. The Journal has already 
noticed the few changes which will appear in the Army 
handbook. The Navy Register is the work of several 
officers. It was begun by Lieut.-Comdr. Eugene D. F. 
Heald and Ensign Phelps. Ensign Coontz is putting 
the finishing touches upon it. ‘There will be no im- 
portant change in it, except in the list of officers who 
are affected by the recent decision of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral regarding the rank of officers on court-martial or 
other similar duty. 


Col. John G. Chandler, Assistant Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral, U. S. Army, will be retired for age on Monday 
next, Dec. 31, after an honorable and distinguished 
service dating from July 1, 1853, when he was gradu- 
ated from West Point and promoted to the artillery 
arm, in which he served until the war broke out, 
when he was appointed Captain and Assistant Quarter- 
master. During the war he rendered efficient and 
arduous service, for which he received the brevets of 
Major, Lieutenant-Colonel and Colonel. He attained 
his present grade in December, 1892. After retirement 
it is likely he will establish his permanent residence 
on the Pacific coast.

Secretary Herbert has determined to contract with 
the Holland Torpedo Boat Company for the construc- 
tion of a submarine boat at a cost of $150,000. Reports 
have been received from both the Bureaus of Steam 
Engineering and Construction stating that the plans 
for the vessel are entirely feasible and that there will 
be no danger to the crew by the submergence of the 
boat. The special board appointed to report upon 
the thickness of the vessel has recommended that the 
steel in the middle portion of the craft be increased to 
one-half inch and that it taper down at the end to three- 
eighths of an inch. The Secretary has also approved 
this report. 


It has just come to light that President Cleveland 
missed a splendid opportunity to place the Coast Survey 
under the control of Secretary Herbert. When a ya- 
cancy existed in the office of Superintendent of the Sur- 
vey last summer, it was suggested to him that if he 
desired to carry out the wishes of the officers of both 
services, he could easily do so by designating a naval 
otficer to act as superintendent. This officer would, of 
course, be under Secretary Herbert, and the transfer 
would thus have been effected. Political influence 
was too strong, however, and the President appointed 
General Duffield. 


The Navy Department is contemplating a number 
of changes among the officers on duty as attaches of 
the United States Embassies in Europe. Lieut.-Comdr. 
William S. Cowles will shortly be relieved by Comdr. 
Francis M. Barber. Lieut.-Comdr. Cowles has 
only had a year’s duty in London, but owing to having 
had considerable shore duty before going abroad, he is 
eligible to sea service, and will be assigned to sea upon 
his return. Comdr. Barber has just returned from 
the Orient, where he commanded the Monocacy. He 
is slated to leave for his new post by the end of next 
month. 


The English Government has shown such faith in 
wire-wound guns as to place four of these on the 
Magnificent. They are to be 12-inch. Our own Gov- 
ernment is fighting rather shy of wire guns in both ser- 
vices, and they have been recommended by neither of 
the chiefs of ordnance. The result of England’s action 
in placing them on her largest battleship will be 





watched with interest. 
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THE ARMY AND ITS ENEMIES. 

It was obvious from the context of our article of last 
week that the able argument of Major Davis before 
the Military Committee was for an increase, not a de- 
crease, Of the Army. As he said to the committee: 
“The underlying feature of the bill rests upon the 
belief that public sentiment now demands an increase 
in the enlisted force. It has remained at 25,000 since 
1874, a number 5,000 less than the strength at which 
it was fixed by statute in 1870.” If Major Davis will 
qualify his statement concerning public sentiment so 
far as to limit it to conservative public sentiment, we 
can agree with him. But we must not lose sight of the 
fact that there is an active and aggressive public opin- 
ion which is hostile to an increase of the Army; not 
only hostile to its increase, but to its further continu- 
ance as an organized force. The most radical op- 
ponents of the Army go to the extent of including the 
militia in their sweeping condemnation of military es- 
tablishments. By a strange inconsistency this class 
of reasoners accompany their arguments against sol- 
diers with a demand for a complete upsetting of existing 
social conditions, and a denial of the recognized rights 
of property, which must produce a condition of things 
in this country such as has never failed elsewhere and 
in other times to result in an increased demand for 
the strong arm of military control. They seek for 
their arguments not in the teachings of history, not 
in the facts of human nature and human experience, 
but in vague aspirations of the human heart, that offer 
no safe guide for federated action, however much 
they may command our respect as the foundation of 
those appeals to the individual conscience and the in- 
dividual will by which the Divine Author of our faith 
seeks to establish His Kingdom in the heart of man, 
and thus transform the world into willing obedience 
to Him who is the “Prince of Peace.” Forbid that we 
should at this Christmas time, or at any time, speak 
disrespectfully of sentiments appealing so strongly to 
every Christian soul, whether he wears the stole of the 
priest or the uniform of the soldier. As a recent 
writer has said (Rev. Harry ©. Vrooman, in the 
“Arena” for December), the successful search for peace, 
instead of being expressed negatively in the present 
clamor against the bullet and bayonet struggle, must 
be developed along the positive line of a search for a 
basis for fraternal life. When the seifish competitions 
of life shall end, and the spirit of universal brother- 
hood shall prevail, military establishments will disap- 
pear as the mists of the morning disappear before the 
glories of the risen sun. 

Meanwhile even the regenerate must render unto 
Caesar the things that are Caesar’s, and if he would 
preserve the fruit that Christian civilization has gar- 
nered thus far he must join with his fellows in setting 
up the strong barriers of authority against those hu- 
man passions, which are as unreasoning in their strug- 
gle for wild freedom as the tiger that roams the jungle 
© the lion that roars in his lair. Under our very eyes 
to-day we see enacted the horrors of the conquering 
Attila or Ghengis Khan, in the lands which once wit- 
hessed the terrors of their barbarian control. A dozen 
centuries of philosophical teaching have been power- 
less to change the underlying instincts of human nature, 
against which society must continue to organize itself 
in Christian countries, not less than in heathen. 

Another class of reasoners against the Army are 
those who confine their hostility to the regular establish- 
ment. Their opinions have found recent expression 
in the series of war studies appearing in the ‘“Cosmopol- 
itan Magazine” entitled, “The Story of a Thousand,” 
by Albion W.Tourgee. Here we are told that “the theory 
if discipline which prevails in our Regular Army is 
purely monarchical and aristocratic. Despite the many 
gallant and noble officers it contains, it is in theory and 
in practice a disgrace to the Republic. When the 








ranks shallebe made the only door to West Point,” says 
Judge Tourgee, “and every soldier shall have an open 
field for preferment, it will become the most efficient 
army in the world; then desertions will cease and 
the expense of recruiting be avoided, since the best 
young men of the nation will seek the Army as a de- 
sirable career. It is a change that is sure to come, 
since it is dictated by every patriotic consideration. 
The country cannot afford either to rear aristocrats 
or to deprive the men in the ranks of a soldier’s just 
reward—the right to wear a sword when he has fitted 
himself for the duties of command.” 

To such critics of the Army it is well to listen, 
for whether we agree with them or not, we must re- 
alize that they speak from experience and observation, 
and are not to be classed with those whose point of 
view is in effect that of the faith curist or mind healer 
who insists that to conquer a disease that is eating 
away the vitals it is only necessary to ignore it. 

Another writer, F. A. Mitchel, late Captain and A. 
D. C., U. 8. A., the son of the late Gen. O. M. Mitchel, 
recently discussed in the “North American Review 
(July, 1894,) the question, “How to Make West Point 
More Useful.” Captain Mitchel argues that the war 
taught us “first that a military education is essential, 
and second that no disadvantage results from the 
educated soldier going into civil life in time of peace, 
to resume his mental and physical equipment in time 
of war.” “Why, then,” we are asked, “should not 
West Point turn out men in far greater numbers to en- 
ter upon civil pursuits at graduating? And as the Na- 
tional Guard is the next most important resource in case 
of war to the Regulan Army, why should not these young 
men pay for their education by a stated term of service 
with the National Guard? . . . The National 
Guard, which is now a vast improvement on the mili- 
tia prior to the Civil War, would take a still greater 
stride forward. Every year would see several hun- 
dred West Pointers entering its organization to bring 
its discipline up toward a_ regular-army standard. 
Lastly, in case of a great war, we would have the 
whole National Guard ready as trained soldiers, instead 
of having to make soldiers of raw material.” 

Without entering here upon the detail of Captain 
Mitchel’s plan of elective studies at the Academy for 
these additional cadets, it is sufficient to call attention 
to the value of his suggestion as a means of enlarging 
the usefulness of the Military Academy, and at the 
same time popularizing the Army. Such argumenis 
as that presented by Major Davis to the Military Com- 
mittee are thoroughly sound, and from a military point 
they are unanswerable. None the less they fail to appeal 
to the intelligence of the average Congressman, and be- 
hind him stand the people he represents, and who are 
also to be reckoned with. How to popularize the 
Army without lessening its efficiency and esprit; how 
to bring it into touch with the peuple and still preserve 
the essentials of military discipline; how to enlarge the 
view of the Army itself so that it shall be less absorbed 
with those considerations of rank and precedence and 
personal advancement to which the military mind so 
strongly tends—these are the questions upon whose 
solution the future of the American Army depends. 
Unless they are wisely solved there is danger that the 
Army may find itself soon encompassed by a rising tide 
of popular indifference and hostility, which will over- 
whelm it. Meanwhile there should be no concession to 
the spirit of hostility to the Army as an army, and no 
compromise with those who would, had they the power, 
cut off the Army appropriation altogether. We are 
glad to see that the War Department bill, presented by 
Major Davis last week, provides for an increase of the 
Army. We may not get it, but at least we shall be 
saved from the inconsistency of appearing to favor 
what is clearly opposed to Army opinion and fatal 
to Army efliciency. We have always insisted, and 
still insist, that we have not a man nor an officer too 
many in any department. The proportions of the ser- 
vice may not be strictly preserved in our Lilliputian es- 
tablishment, but, judged by the standards of military 
experience and military necessity, it is not overgrown 
in any branch. This being the fact, it is not the bus- 
iness of military men to guide the enemies of the Army 
in their work of destruction. To do so is to enact the 
role of the mother who sacrificed one child after an- 
other to the ravening wolves, who pursue her flying 
sledge across the steppes of Siberia. 

The report of the last Board of Visitors to the Mili- 
tary Academy is in a line with the the recommendations 
of Captain Mitchel. They propose to add 90 cadets to 
the Academy by conferring upon each Senator the right 
to nominate two and to increase the nominations of 
cadets at large to 10 in each year, which would add 30 
more. They propose also to increase the number of al- 
ternates for each nominee to two. One argument in 
favor of increasing the number of cadets is that the 
establishment, even with its present buildings, would 
hold more, and that few more detailed officers would 
be required as instructors with larger classes. The 
military and academic staff consists of about 63 per- 


sons. Certainly the increased cost of instructing ad- 
ditional cadets would not be in proportion to their num- 
ber, and this difficulty might be solved by permitting 
the appointments of cadets who should pay for their 
tuition as college students do. The Government may 
find it necessary to limit the number of officers of the 
Army, but why should it limit the possibilities of mil- 
itary education to officers of the Regular Army? 

Discussing the wisdom of the change proposed, the 
board says that a part of the number graduated every 
year could be retired to private life, remaining, however, 
subject to the command of the country, and adds: 
“However pacific may be the theoretic policy of the 
country, the fact remains: that about one-sixth of its 
past existence as a nation has been spent in a state 
of war; and in that period of strife no consideration 
has been taken of period of riot and insurrection, 
from the whisky rebellion to the Pullman troubles, dur- 
ing which many millions of dollars’ worth of property 
and many valuable lives were sacrified to the imaginary 
pacific policy of the best fighting people on earth.” 
The board also suggests that these surplus West Poipt 
cadets would make excellent militia officers. 


THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

On Wednesday, Dec. 19, the Senate resumed the con- 
sideration of the bill to amend the act to incorporate the 
Maritime Canal Company of Nicaragua. Mr. Cullom 
of Illinois, made a strong speech in favor of the bill. 
He said that the time had come for the United States, 
by an act of supreme statesmanship, to establish its 
own complete and permanent territorial autonomy, and 
at the same time make certain the maintenance of the 
Monroe Doctrine. As the dominant power of the 
Western Hemisphere, we are charged with certain ob- 
ligations to other countries and to the commercial in- 
terests of the world. The Monroe Doctrine forbids 
that any foreign power skould have control of this 
canal. It will be at the very doorway to our great 
coastwise traffic on either shore, and no foreign power 
will be allowed to interfere in its ownership or con- 
trol to the menace of the interests of the United States. 
Great Britain owns or controls the doorway to the 
Mediterranean at Gibraltar, and that equally important 
roadway for her East Indian commerce, the Suez Canal. 
It was a necessity to Great Britain that she should 
control these high ways, so that her vast interests might 
not be imperilled at the will or nod of any jealous 
power which might interfere. Mr. Cullom further ar- 
gued that the statistics of the business of the Suez Canal 
show clearly the avidity with which the carrying. trade 
of the Eastern Hemisphere has sought that canal and 
made it the highway of all Eastern nations owned by 
and tributary to Great Britain. 

After speaking of the amount of transcontinental 
carrying trade done by the Canadian Pacific Railway 
and the vast trade monopolized by the line of British 
steamers which run from its terminus to Japan and 
China, Mr. Cullom asks: “Shall we permit this to 
continue until the United States shall hide itself away 
from the commercial world, and yield impotently to 
others the greatest field for our legitimate occupancy?” 
The carrying trade is and must always be the trade that 
brings wealth to nations, 

Mr. Perkins, of California, followed Mr. Cullom with 
a strong argument in favor of the bill. He went into 
the estimates made on the subject by Chief Engineer 
Menocal, of the Navy, and stated that Admiral Ammen 
had personally reconnoitered’ and been over this 
line of canal, and that there was no question in 
his mind but that those estimates were within reasona- 
ble limits. Mr. Perkins said: ‘The Nicaraguan Canal 
will pay. ‘There is no doubt of that. It will pay 
financially, it will pay politically and it will pay com- 
mercially. It will pay also as an exhibition of Ameri- 
can enterprise, of American skill and forethought and 
of American nerve. It will pay because it must receive 
the commendation of the world, as it will show that 
there was a great question to be considered, a great 
work to be done after the consideration was concluded, 
and there was a great people to carry it into effect.” 

The construction of the canal would give a new 
impetus to building vessels for our coasting trade. 
In every shipyard of the country the American work- 
man will find increased demand for his labor. With the 
increase of the American merchant marine once again 
will the vocation of the American sailor be looked upon 
as a desiralle and honorable calling. Our Government 
has not dealt justly with the marine interests of the 
country. To-day 95 per cent. of the ships in any of the 
great seaports of our country which are engaged in 
foreign trade are flying some other flag than Old Glory, 
and every true American should blush that this is so. 
Further, we should save the dry docking and cleaning 
of all the ships passing through the canal, which would 
be equal to nearly 50 cents a ton, which could be de- 
ducted from the tolls, giving us an advantage over this 
route that the Suez Canal has not, because that is 
salt water.”

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Various Naval Items. 

Rear-Admiral Beardslee has been directed by the Navy 
Department to send the Bennington in search of the 
merchant steamers which are overdue at San Francisco. 

The San Francisco left the New York Navy Yard on 
Wednesday for her torpedo outfit, at Newport. She will 
take a short trip under the supervision of the Board of 
Inspection, before returning to New York. 

There is but little doubt but that the Cincinnati will 
be attached to a foreign station. Orders have been re- 
ceived to fill her complement with men having two years 
or more to serve. It is still uncertain as to what station 
she will be assigned. 

It is not yet decided what will be done with the Ports- 
mouth. That yessel about outlived her usefulness for sea 
duty, and she will be laid up probably to act as a re- 
ceiving ship. Just where she will be placed is not known, 
but it will probably be north of Boston, in view of the 
intention of the Department not to place a receiving ship 
south of the Mason and Dixon Line. 

Orders have been issued by the Navy Department 
directing that the old apprentice training ship Portsmouth 
be placed out of commission and that her crew and ap- 
prentices be transferred to the Alliance. The Alliance 
has just undergone extensive repairs and has been fitted 
with a modern battery. She is an exact counterpart of 
the training ship Essex, and it is believed will be of ex- 
cellent service in the new line of work upon which she 
has been placed. 

The appearance of a small crack in the high-pressure 
piston of the cruiser Atlanta gave rise to a report during 
the past week that she would not be able tu teave Norfolk 
for some months yet. The crack was repaired at a small 
expense, and the vessel will start to relieve the Columbia 
in a week or so. The Columbia has been ordered North 
and will start just as soon as the Atlanta leaves Norfolk 
for Southern waters. The Columbia’s bottom is said to be 
quite foul. Upon her return she will be thoroughly over- 
hauled. 

At last our Government seems to be awakening to 
wroper feelings of patriotism. That we have allowed our 
nistoric ships to rot and crumble has long brought down 
upon us censure from abroad. Old Ironsides, which has 
probably done more than any one ship to add to the fame 
of our Navy, is to be refitted, and the work is to begin 
the first of the year. Chief Constructor Hichborn is 
having plans prepared, and it is expected that an appro- 
priation of $100,000 will be ready January 1 to commence 
the _— It is estimated that $225,000 will be required 
in all. 

The British Admiralty have given out with authority 
that the Government is contemplating laying down in 
1895 two fast cruisers or despatch vessels, intended also 
to act as scouts for a fleet. The idea is to follow in part 
the innovation of the American Navy as suggested in 
the construction of the Columbia and Minneapolis. The 
British vessels will, however, be only a little more than 
one-half the displacement of the two American cruisers; 
that is, will have a displacement of only 2,400 tons. 
They will have engines of 10,000 horse-power, calculated 
to give a speed of 22 knots. 

It will be remembered that the French Government 
had a great deal of trouble with the battleship Magenta, 
which gave alarming signs of instability. It appears that 
French designers have not profited by this experience. 
While the Brennus was on her official trial she behaved 
in a most alarming manner, and threatened to capsize. 
This has been officially attributed to bad weather and 
heavy seas. At any rate, it is said the water rushed 
into the ports in such quantities as to cause a panic on 
board. he fact that the authorities have decided to 
expend $80,000 to carry out extensive alterations would 
tend to confirm the current reports. 

A very considerable number of ships in the British 
Navy are still running with compound engines, and it is 
interesting to compare one of these with more recent ves- 
sels. All the “Admirals” have compound engines, their 
average horse-power on Datural draught is 8,277, under 
forced draught 11,271. The average weight of the ma- 
chinery is 1,209 tons, the boiler representing 667.6 tons of 
this weight. With natural draught we have 6.8 horse- 
power, and with forced draught 9.3 indicated horse-power 
per ton. The indicated power per foot of grade is 10.4 
and 14.2, and the heating surface per horse-power is 2.4 
square feet by 1.8 square inch. 

The Magnificent, first-class barbette battleship, and the 
largest British battleship afloat, was launched at Chat- 
ham last week. The vessel was christened by the Count- 
ess Spencer, wife of Earl Spencer, first lord of the Ad- 
miralty. Her length is 390 ft.; extreme width, 75 ft.; 
mean draught, 2714 ft.; displacement, 14,900 tons; speed, 
with natural draught, 164% knots, and with forced 
draught, 17% knots. Her main battery will consist of 
4 12-inch wire-wound guns, mounted two in a _ barbette 
forward, and two in a barbette aft. Her auxiliary bat- 
tery will contain 12 6-inch rapid-fire guns, and her sec- 
ondary battery will be composed of 16 12-pounder and 12 
3-pounder rapid-fire guns. She will have 5 torpedo tubes, 
4 of which will discharge below the surface. The 12- 
inch guns will be arranged to be loaded in any position, 
by either hydraulic machinery or hand power, and they 
will be protected by 3-inch shields fitted to the turn-tables 
so as to revolve with the guns. The Magnificent was 
begun only a year ago, and the speed shown in building 
her is remarkable. 

The plans for the proposed torpedo boats are in great 
demand. The Navy Department has supplied a number 
of them to different firms in all parts of the counrty, and 
the applications are still coming in. Many of the appli- 
cations are accompanied by notices of the intention of the 
applicants to bid. Such large firms as the Cramps, Union 
Tron Works and ‘the Columbian Iron Works are among 
the applicants, and im view of this fact it is expected by 
the Department officials that the competition for the con- 
tracts for these boats will be quite sharp. Besides the 
firms already mentioned, the following establishments 
have made applications for plans: Bath Iron Works, 
Quintard Iron Works, Newport News Shipbuilding ©o., 
Herreschoff Manufacturing Co., Samuel L. Moore & 
Son, George Lawley & Son, Boston, Mass.; Fulton En- 
gineering and Shipbuilding Works, San Francisco; Dur- 
ham, Carrigan & Hayden Co., New York; Coronado 
Foundry and Machine Co., San Diego; Neafi & Levi 
Steam Engine Building Co., Phiadelphia, Pa.; Smith & 
Swainson, Cleveland, O.; Charles L. Seabury & Co., New 
York; Maryland Steel Co., Gatling Torpedo Boat Co., 
Detroit Boat Works, New York Shipbuilding and Engine 
Co., Columbia Safety Steamship Co., Boston and the 
Globe Tron Works.

ORPNANCE NOTES. 


The 100-ton guns at present in use in the Italian Nayy 
are to be replaced by lighter armament, and utilized in 
some of the coast batteries. . 

Bids were opened on Friday by the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, War Department, for nine 10-inch Buffington. 
Crozier disappearing gun carriages. The contract price 
made by the Bureau for ten of these carriages a few 
weeks ago was something less than $13,000 each. 

Bids were opened at the Naval Bureau of Ordnance on 
Monday, Dec. 16, for furnishing 400 13-in. semi-armor 
piercing shell. Three bids were received. The Midvale 
and Sterling companies offered to supp!y the shells at 25 
cts. per lb. and the Carpenter Steel Company bid 24% cts. 
group of armor for the 8-in. turrets of the battleship 
Oregon. This group of armor was manufactured at the 
Carnegie Works. The plate will be tested at the Indian 
Head Proving Grounds, and in view of former tests of 
Carnegie armor of this caliber, no doubt is expressed that 
it will safely pass the acceptance trial. 

A new aluminum invention has been submitted to the 
Quartermaster-General of the Army for trial. It is a 
horseshoe, containing a steel rim, and is the invention of a 
blacksmith named Kent, employed in the Pittsburg Ke- 
duction Works. Samples of the invention are expected at 
an early day, and will be given a thorough trial. 

There will be two interesting tests of armor-plate early 
during the new year. The Naval Ordnance Bureau has 
been advised that the Ordnance Inspector at Bethlehem 
will soon be called upon to select a ballistic plate from 
the group of 15-in. armor for the turrets of the Indiana. 
This plate will be tested at Reading, Pa. The second 
plate to undergo test will be a 6-in. plate, representing a 

The Army Ordnance Bureau is rapidly distributing the 
new Krag-Jorgensen rifle to the various regiments, and 
General Flagler now hopes to have the entire Army 
equipped by next May. The distribution of the new car- 
bine to the cavalry will then commence. Up to the 
present time, the following regiments have been equipped 
with the Krag-Jorgensen rifle: 2d, 4th, 5th, 7th, 10th, 
12th, 13th, 15th, 16th, 17th and 22d. 

The Union Metallic Cartridge Company, of Bridgeport. 
Conn., are sending out a handsome illustrated calendar for 
the years 1895 and 1896. The scene illustrated js en- 
tirely peaceful in its character, except for the presence of 
an ineffectual and innocent looking gun. We presume that 
the subject for illustration was selected upon the theory 
that the surest means of securing peace is to always have 
on hand an ample supply of the Union Metallic Cartridge 
Company’s ammunition. 

Apropos of the Deport gun, says an English contem- 
porary, which has been adopted in the event of a re-arma- 
ment of the French field artillery taking place, very little 
has been allowed to transpire beyond the ract that it has 
a caliber of 75 mm. and a very simple breecn action or the 
Nordenfelt type. Powder charge and projectile are con 
tained in one cartridge case, and the loading is effected in 
one motion, After the gun has been fired, on reopening 
the breech the cartridge is ejected automatically. 

The Cunningham torpedo is not likely to be a failure 
after the changes the company propose to make in it. 
Much less surface of the composition is in the future to be 
exposed to ignition. Mr. Cunningham says that too much 
took fire at an early stage, and a much greater volume of 
gus was generated than was expected. The reaction on 
the walls of the torpedo ruptured them, and hence the 
torpedo sank. Another trial will probably take place be- 
fore spring. A new launching apparatus will be made, of 
network, allowing the superfluous gas to escape jn all 
directions. 

After thoroughly inquiring into the capabilities of the 
several bidders, Brigadier-General Flagler, Chief of the 
Army Ordnance Bureau, has awarded the contract for the 
manufacture of 10 Buftington-Crozier carriages to the 
Kilby Company, of Cleveland. The contract price for 
each carriage is a little less than $13,000. As the amount 
of this contract will not exceed $125,000, it is the inten- 
tion of General Flagler to advertise for 10 more of these 
carriages, ne having several hundred thousand dollars of 
the eg ee left which was made for this purpose. 
The War Department has asked for bids for supplying 
other carriages of the same pattern, which are required. 

The Navy Department decides to accept the group of 
Carnegie 2zrmor for the barbette of the Oregon, a repre- 
sentative plate of which was tested at the Indian Head 
Proving Grounds Dee. 15. The trial of the representative 
plate was witnessed by members of the Senate Naval 
Committee and a number of Naval officers, A 12-in. 
gun was used, and the projectiles employed were of the 
Wheeler-Stirling type. The first, or cracking shot, 
struck the plate at a point 5 ft. from the left end on 
the top and near the edge of a soft strip intended for 
the purpose of securing the plate to the ship’s deck. 
the projectile penetrated 15 ins., and rebounded wi- 
broken. The plate showed a crack extending from the 
right or ingot ~ end of the plate to the impact through 
the plate, fully half an inch wide at the former point 
and hardly open at the latter. The shot hole was also 
surrounded by a slight bulge, in which were a num 
ber of radial cracks. The shot to determine the plate’s 
resistance to perforation was also a Wheeler-Stirling 
850-ID 12-in. projectile. The charge was 420 Ibs. of 
powder, the velocity 1,858 foot-seconds, and the energ) 
20,370 foot-tons. This shot was aimed at a point about 
4 f:. from the top end of the ingot, 30 ins. from the edge 
and 24 ins. from the crack. The shell, after penetrating 
about 10 ins., was shattered into minute fragments, which 
rained down unon the proving ground for nearly a minut 
after it struck. The plate cracked from each impact 
the upper edge, and the longitudinal crack was slightly 
widened. No bolts were broken or driven out, but the 
entire target was set back several inches, crushing some of 
the oak supports. As Secretary Herbert agreed to waive 
any cracks that appeared in the recent test of a Beth 
lehem plate, provided these cracks did not originate in 
flaws or other imperfections of the plate and the shot were 
kept out, it was thought probable that he would accep! 
the Carnegie plate. 
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GOD SAVE THE CANTEEN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

We see by the last Journal that the canteen is marked 
for destruction, or, what is the same thing, consolidation 
with the Post Commissary Depots. It is not claimed 
that any saving to the Government would result from the 
proposed change, except that one oflicer could then look 
after both Exchange and commissary, which, by the way, 
one officer can do, and often does, under the present sys- 
tem. The Exchange has just begun to show its useful- 
ness, and if not hampered by the trammels of centraliza- 
tion and routine, it will become an institution of which 
the Army will be proud. : } 

Judging from experience, does any officer or soldier 
serving on the frontier, look cheerfully upon the prospect 
of losing the Exchange—of giving up the canteen, with 
its modern business methods, its prompt use of the tele- 
graph, telephone and se tage its willingness to order any- 
thing (not merely articles on some “A” “B” “C” list), 
its sensitiveness to the wants of its customers at Christ- 
mas and on the Fourth of July? Where formerly we 
paid heavy tolls on the small express packages flowing 
in from the East, we now jot our orders down in the 
Exchange and receive the goods by freight, the cost of 
transportation vanishing, and the small exchange profits 
coming Well inside the liberal discounts allowed by wholvc- 
sale houses to the Exchange. The Exchange is becoming 
for our Army what the Army and Navy co-operative 
stores are for the English officers in London. 

Rather than shackle the Exchange with the fetters now 
worn by the Commissary, why not relieve that Depart- 
ment of the responsibility of supplying anything but the 
standard articles of food, and require the Exchange to 
keep such things as cheese, devilled ham, sardines, writing- 
paper, thread, needles, brushes, combs, ete.; assisting the 
Exchange, in return, by furnishing it with a suitable 
building, lights, fires, and such furniture as can be made 
at the post. ‘ : y 

I have not mentioned the danger that in consolidation 
with the Commissary Department the company messes 
would lose the profits they now rely upon. The Government 
should feed its soldiers, and the profits of the Exchange 
should go for amusement and entertainment, so that 
there would be nothing left for the company messes. Give 
the men bright, clean, cheerful, comfortable canteen build- 
ings, With reading-rooms stocked with fresh reading matter, 
brilliantly lighted, and something besides advertising muat- 
ter in the way of pictures. Put the — in shooting 
valleries, theatricals, bowling alleys, fencing, and gym- 
nastie goods.. Offer money prizes and trophies to be con- 
tested for every Saturday; furnish healthy amusements, 
encourage sports; check desertion. : . 

Save the canteen and it will work out a destiny: it is 
no longer a waif to be taken in out of the wet; it can 
stand alone, and does not need the asylum that is now 
offered it in the Post Commissary Depot. “LINE. 

AN EXPANSIVE ARMY WANTED. 
Asheville, N. C., June 12, 1894. 
‘To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: : ; 

Count de Segur, who served our colonies in their 
struggle for liberty and wore the badge of our Society of 
the Cineinnati with eminent pride and satisfaction at the 
Russian Court, said: “Peace is the dream of the wise; war 
is the history of mankind.” “The night is serene, the sun- 

fair which precedes the tornado,” and, considering the 
present condition of the minds of our laboring classes, how 
apt may be the words of the Empress Catherine to Segur, 
in 1789: “A war alone can change the direction of men's 
minds, give useful aims to their passions and awake true 
patriotism.” General Sherman pleads with his country- 
men to cherish the military profession, because, “No man 
is wise enough to foretell when soldiers may be in de- 
mand.” Peace enervates, but war invigorates a nation, 
good government and independence depend upon proper 
preparation for war. - : : 

The scourge of war comes swiftly and terribly, and, lik » 
the epidemics against which we are so careful to guard, 
we should be prepared for it with the best appliances 
and organization, for to the side of the contest so pre- 
pared vietory is reasonably assured. The maintenance of 
an army of 50,000 men from the close of the Mexican war 
to the outbreak of our civil war (from 1848 to 1861), 
would bave been regarded as a great burden, but, with 

available in 1861, the civil war would, doubtless, have 
heen speedily terminated with economy of life, property 
and treasure, for, although the proportion of officers to 
eave. our flag for the Southern cause would probably 
have been the same, the enlisted men, in fine disec:piine, 
were entirely loyal to the Federal cause. Let us, there- 
we, heed the words of General Sherman and “cherish all 
that is manly and noble in the military profession. 

No class of public servants are so meritorious as the 
senior first lieutenants of artillery and captains of :n- 
fantry. Most of them are war veterans who, for some 
thirty years, have submitted to a subordinate experience 
that has fitted them for the deserved but long-delayed 
promotion for which they have patiently endured this long 
period of apprenticeship. 

We need an expansive Army, freed from the trammels 
of polities, and, if an unjust coustruction of the law has 
caused an inequality of promotion, no reasonable officer 
should oppose a readjustment under the proper interpreta- 
tion of the Section 1204, R.'S., by the Supreme Court, which 
should be evoked. Let us not go back of the date of the 
Revised Statutes.

There has 
never been any reason why the positions of Regimental 
Adjutant and Quartermaster should go by favoritism, as 
at present. It is true that the officers selected for these 
positions are, to a certain extent, the confidential ad- 
visers. of Colonels. but there is po reason why gray- 
headed Lieutenants of experience should be passed ove. 
when, all things considered as to competency, are equal, 
and the Regimental Adjutant and Page eae me selected 
from officers of comparatively little experience, or be- 
cause of the “pull” of influential friends and relatives. 
Some Colonels have been of this opinion, and have se- 
lected their staff officers from the senior Ist Lieutenants, 
and with no detriment to the service. The staff officers 
of a Colonel are a hard-worked lot of men, if they do 
their duty, and if he can select Captains his work is made 
easier, as they will bring to their positions the experience 
of long service, and it would be only just to give all Lieu- 
tenants in turn the opportunities of the pay and position 
that so increasing the number of Captains would afford. 
There can be no possible objection to this change from 
economic reasons, and a great many officers would be 
benefitted by the change proposed.

OFFICERS’ BAGGAGE,

Referring to a recent article in your paper on this sub- 
ject, it is hoped the Secretary of War, who has made 
so many practical reforms, will act in this matter. The 
allowance should be the same for all, and not based, as 
it ds, upon a camp cot and camp stool outfit—surroundings 
in an officer’s quarters not suitable for a gentleman. If the 
tunity to extend favors—a sort of “quid pro quo.” If the 
Secretary could know some of the absurd economies of 
the Q. M. Department—shipping by the pound—when at 
a “car rate” it would have been cheaper for the United 
States as well as for the officers, he would look into the 
matter. Again, some Quartermasters will not aid an 
officer in getting a car rate, and if he does, he obtains 
little or no benefit from his United States bill of lading 
allowance. If the Secretary would call for reports from 
oflicers who have had to move, he would see some queer 
revelations, and not always in favor of the United States. 
The whole matter wants stirring up for the benefit of the 
officers as well as the service, Officers have been known 
to move, and, being in power, to obtain favors, gettnz 
“car rate” and credit for bill of lading based on pounds, 
not only at no expense to themselves, but money returned 
to them by, you may say, the Q. M. Department, thougi 
actually by the railroad, who have been overpaid by the 
United States. Again, for officers less fortunate it takes all 
they can rake and scrape to move. As long as we have 
such an independent, intelligent and progressive Secretary 
as we now have, we hope for reform and changes in 
allowance and transportation of officers’ baggage. + 


POST EXCHANGES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Why not try the post exchanges for a few years be- 
fore condemning them? This question possesses more than 
ordinary interest for a commissary sergeant, as he cannot 
help wondering if the people who are advocating a union 
of the Subsistence Department and the post exchanges ex- 
pect him to work 16 hours a day as a reward for being a 
“faithful and well-tried sergeant.” See par. 95, A. R. 
The exchange is for the purpose of giving the soldier a 
place in which to pass his evenings, supplying light drinks, 
possibly billiard tables, ete., making a pront, and giving 
a portion of the same to the companies. The Subsistence 
Department furn’shes rations to the troops and certain 
articles for sale at cost price, necessarily and invar.ably 
causing a loss to the Government. Uniting the two is a 
clear case of trying to combine incompatibles. The cor- 
respondent who writes about preventing “the dep e- 
tion of a souier’s pocket-book,” seems to know very little 
about soldiers, for very few of them have any use for 
such an incumbrance, and even if the prices of the post 
exchenge are too high, it is easy for the post council to re- 
duce the percentage of profit, which effectually doos away 
with that objection. As for the scarcity or officers, what 
is the matter with using those belonging to the skeletun 
companies ?

WOODWORK FOR SHIPS. 


The report of the Board on Woodwork, consisting of 
Comdr, Royal B. Bradford and Naval Constructors Hans- 
com and Bowles, has been approved by the Secretary. 
The Board visited the ships at Norfolk and Philadelphia, 
and made a detailed report upon the alterations needed 
in each ship, recommending the substitution of corrugated 
iron instead of wood for bulkheads, as in the Texas, in 
many cases, and iron instead of wooden ladders wherever 
found. The Board reports itself embarrassed for want of 
knowledge concerning the fires in the ships engaged in 
the action off the mouth of the Yalu River. The Board 
declares that when reports come in concerning these de- 
tails it can better judge of the necessary changes. Ac- 
cordingly, the Secretary has given instructions to have 
the United States Naval Attaches and intelligence offi- 
cers 2broad collect as speedily as possible the necessary 
information on these points, as well as to the practice of the 
French and German Navies, where the ships have been 
constructed with the minimum amount of woodwork 
aboard. The Board was favorably impressed with the 
system of joiner work on the Texas, but thought consid- 
erable of the work could be dispensed with if time and 
opportunity were permitted to experiment in preparing 
samples of furniture, berths, shelving, lockers, metallic 
cornices, ceiling, ete., which should be largely or -wholly 
incombustible; therefore, the Board recommended that the 
Commandant of the Norfolk Navy Yard be allowed to 
carry on such experiments. The Board declared itself not 
sufficiently familiar with papier mache to express an opin- 
ion as to whether or not it is suitable for use in construct- 
ing ceilings, bulkheads, ete., aboard ship. It feels confi- 
dent however, that with proper inquiry and experiment 
at moderate cost, a suitable substance can be found for 
this purpose which will have the requisite qualities, viz.. 
to be light, to be a non-conductor of heat, non-combus- 
tible, and not subject to flying into pieces or splinters 


when struck by shot. In the cases of the battle ships 
Massachusetts, Indiana, and Oregon, which are nearin 
completion, the estimated. cost of the recommend 
changes is about $7,000 in the case of each vessel, and on 
the other vessels, proportionately less. 


PRIESTS’ RIGHTS ON GOVERNMENT SHIPS. 
(From the Philadelphia Catholic Times.) 


Mgr. P. J. Toner, Missionary Apostolic and Honorary 
Chaplain to his Holiness Pope Leo XIII., who came to 
this country about a year ago, has received a letter from 
Secretary Herbert, of the Navy, which must be of in- 
terest to Catholics generally and to Catholic members of 
the American Navy in particular. The object of Mgr. 
Toner’s visit, as stated upon his arrival, was to have the 
rights of priests on wasthine in foreign ports clearly de- 
fined. During his experience as a chaplain on the Mediter- 
ranean Mgr. Toner frequently met considrable difficulty 
in obtaining privileges necessary to the conduct of his 
sacred calling among men aboard ship. Secretary Her- 
bert’s letter is brief and to the point. He says: 

“Should any officer at any time show any disposition not 
to encourage you in the exercise of your sacred functions 
among the men under his command, you have but to show 
hin this letter, and in case you do not receive a favorable 
response, I should be glad to be informed of the fact.. ‘The 
fact that a minister of one denomination is on beard a 
ship, as chaplain, the Department does not believe should 
interfere with the right of other denominations to visit and 
minister to such of the crew as may desire their services.” 


GENBRALS NOT CARD PLAYERS. 


As a general rule, warriors are greater adepts at whist 
than doctors. But there are always exceptions. Dr. 
Arral, a physician to the Third Napoleon, was a skillful 
player, and pitiless to the faults of those who associated 
with him in his pleasures.

PPRISHABLE SUBSISTENCE STORES. 


On Dee. 18 the Secretary of War transmitted to the 
Senate the following letter from the Commissary-General 
of Subsistence. It was referred to the Committee on Ap- 
propriations and ordered to ‘be printed. 


War Department, 
Office Commissary-General of Subsisteace, 

z Washington, D. C., Dee. 18, 1894. 

Sir: In adininistering the law contained in section 1144 of 
the Revised Statutes, it has for several years past been nec- 
essary to distinguish between the classes of subsistence stores 
which have good keeping qualities, and for which there is a 
steady demand, and those which are only occastonally . de- 
s‘red or are too Hable to damage or decay to be kept In store 
for sales to officers and enlisted men. 

Of those which have good keeping qualities, a considerable 
list is now authorized to be procured and kept on hand at the 
various military posts and stations. But over and beyond 
this list, there are very many articles which are needed at 
posts, and which by order of the War Department have, 
since the year 1890, been furnished by the Subsistence De- 
pirtment upon the written guarantee of the persons desiring 
them that, regardless of their condition when received, they 
will be accepted and paid for on arrival at the post, By recent 
orders this class of articles has been considerab'y increased 
in number and variety, the list now includ'ng: 

1. Articles of the kind which are authorized te be kept on 
hand at the posts, but which differ from them in quality or 
size, or in size of package. 

2. Artices of food properly classified as groceries, which 
= embraced in the list of those which are to be kept on 
1and. 

3. Various small articles of a miscellaneous character, dif- 
fering from those to be kept on hand. 

Articles to be furnished upon written guarantees, as here 
described, have been technically known in the service as “ex- 
ceptional articles." As these exceptional articles are usually 
wanted at short notice, and are to be paid for in whatever 
condition they may be when received (the risk being thus 
always assumed by the persons desiring them) it would be a 
great convenience to all persons concerned if the purchasing 
officer could be permitted to procure these articles by open 
purchase, without the transaction having to suffer the delay 
incident to the system of advertising for proposals as now fm- 
posed by the laws. Under the requirements of these laws 
exceptional articles have to be advertised for in the same 
manner as the general supplies of the service. 

The great bulk of these exceptional articles cons’sts of 
special brands, fine varieties, or special trade packages, on 
which no reduction in price can be expected for the small 
quantities desired from time to time. No competition, there- 
fore, is practicab’e: and, as the purchase price paid, what- 
ever it may be, is immediately refunded to the United States 
upon the arrival of the articles at the post, there is no ne- 
vessity for advertising, and resorting to it is a useless ex- 
pense to the Government. Articles of the kind In question 
are usually included in the general advertisements of the 
purchasing officers of the Subsistence Department, invo‘ving 
the delays and expense incident to this method of purchase: 
and as anrounts called for exceed at times the $200 limit of 
open purchases, this method of purchase has to be pureued 
under the laws. 

I would recommend, as a measure of economy to the Gov- 
ernment, and one of convenience to the persons desiring these 
exceptional articles, that the present Army appropriation bill 
(H. R, 8226) may be amended by adding, after the word “De- 
partment’ in the seventh line, on page 12, the following, viz.: 

“And hereafter exceptional articles of subsistence stores for 
officers and enlisted men, which are to be paid for by them, 
regardless of condition upon arrival at posts, may, under reg- 
ulations to be prescribed by the-Secretary of War, be obta'tned 
by open purchase without advertising.”’ 

I would respectfully suggest, if this recommendation meets 
your approval, that this letter be forwarded at as early a 
day as practicable to the chairman of the Senate Oommittee 
on Military Affairs, that the amendment proposed may be 
introduced into the bill when the same is under cons‘deration 
by the Senate.

MEDALS OF HONOR. 

Medals of honor have been awarded to Wm. H. Ward, 
Captain Co. B, 47th Ohio Vols., for gallantry in leading an 
assault upon a Confederate battery at Vicksburg, the night 
of May 3, 1863. Louis 8S. Wisner, Captain Co. K, 124th 
N. Y., for voluntarily exposing himself to save his com- 
mand at the battle of Spottsylvania, Va., May 12, 1864. 
Carlos H. Rich, First Sergt. Co. D, 4th Vermont Vet. Vols., 
for conspicuous gallantry in saving the life of an officer of 
his regiment at the battle of the Wilderness, May 5, 1864. 
James K. Sturgeon, private, Co. F, 46th Ohio, for bravery 
in advancing beyond the line of battle and with three com- 
rades capturing 25 prisoners at the battle of Kennesaw 
Mountain, June 18, 1 : 
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New Armories and New Obligations. 


Many of the disadvantages th@t the National Guard of New 
York formerly labored under are rapidly disappearing, par- 
ticularly in respect of armories. The new armories that have 
been built contain ample room and facilities for every legiti- 
mate purpose—rooms conveniently fitted for transacting the 
necessary administrative and clerical work; offices and rooms 
for the exclusive use of the commanding officer and the sev- 
eral staff officers and their assistant non-commissioned offi- 
cers, and appropriate receptacles for the storage of surplus 
or unissued military supplies and stores. There are library 
rooms, reading rooms, waiting and cloak rooms, rooms for 
council meetings, schools of theoretical instruction and squad 
drills. Every company has its own special meeting room or 
parlor, of ample size, and an additional room, usually adjoining 
and communicating, for the deposit, in individual lockers or 
closets under lock and key, of the personal military outfit of 
every officer, non-commissioned officer and private of the com- 
pany. Besides these there are rooms for gymnastic exercises 
and social recreations of all sorts, and well-equipped rifle 
anrges. There are also washing and bathing rooms—even 
swimming baths in some armories—and efficient heating appa- 
ratus. Lastly, there is the large drill hall, supplied with gal- 
leries and ae seating accommodation for hundreds of visit- 
ors, guests and spectators, which is well lighted by natural 
means by day and at night artificially. Too often, perhaps, 
this hall is used for balls, receptions, fancy and 
mimic drills, fairs, exhibition and spectacular parades, 
not wholly in keeping with wholesome and _ strict 
military ideas and requirements, but still in some 
degree, without doubt, allowable as aids to the military 
progress and social ambitions of the service. The purely mil- 
itary requirements of these new armories have not by any 
means been overlooked at their construction. The larger 
ones have been purposely designed with a view to their oc- 
cupation either as a rendezvous, post, depot or garrison, and 
are of ample capacity for accommodating and maintaining, 
for weeks at a time if need be, a full regiment as its gar- 
risoning force. To this end steam power, electrical appa- 
ratus, cooking ranges and utensils, mess rvoms, dormitories, 
guard rooms and other necessities for quartering the oecu- 
ying force on a service basis have been put into the build- 
ngs. Moreover, the plans of construction ure usually such 
as to make of every armory a suitable and convenient place 
for carrying on military operations both offensive and de- 
fensive in character. Walls, turrets and angles are loop- 
holed for sharpshooters; the entrances are strong, and so 
contrived as to be readily covered and defended from within 
and without; while from parapets, protected galleries and 
other points of vantage effective musketry fire can be sys- 
tematically, constantly and effectively maintained. It is, 
therefore, apparent that ample provision has been made in 
these armories, not alone for the military necessities of the 
service, but in recognition and furtherance also of its tra- 
ditional customs, care and semi-social character. 

It ought not to be necessary to point out that there exists 
on the part of the National Guard a correlative and corre- 
sponding obligation to the State resting equally, as a matter 
of duty, upon the several organizations and the individual 
members composing them. New and enlarged fields of offi- 
cial and personal activity and systematic effort lie before 
every regiment, battalion and company in the service that 
may fortunately be in the occupation of a new armory. 

Perusal of the official annual reports issued by the Adju- 
tant-General will disclose in what respects the diligent atten- 
tion of officers and men is imperatively required, and espe- 
clally in the reports and comments made through the In- 
spector-General’'s Department. From these it is entirely clear 
that the very groundwork and beginnings that everywhere, 
the world over, constitute the distinguishing signs and qual- 
ifications of soldiers, are often neglected to a degree that is 
surprising and unaccountable. Criticisms upon the want of 
smartness in appearance, unsoldierly bearing, lack of steadi- 
ness and discipline, and oftener and more particularly upon 
personal untidiness and the want of cleanliness of the va- 
rious component parts of the uniforms and equipments, will 
be found to make up the chief themes of those reports. Inas- 
much as these conditions seem usually to be found, not in 
whole companies, but only in respect of a relatively small 
number of men, it would appear that these long-standing 
blots upon the records of so many organizations ought to 
be easily and preenetty removed. 

In the direction here indicated there assuredly lies open 
for many commanding officers the opportunity to redeem 
their commands and relieve themselves from repeated and 
well-merited reproaches, and at the same time to achieve a 
higher personal standing and value as officers, and a better 
rank for their commands. 


13th N. Y.—Col. Austen. 

The Athletic Committee of the Regimental Athletic Asso- 
ciation have arranged a burlesque eutertainment at the ar- 
mory for the evening of Dee.

Co. B drilled as usual on Dec. 21, under command of 1st 
Lieutenant Bell, who is in command of the company, Captain 
R. H. Hard'ng being on leave. Sixteen files were present. 
here seems to be a scarcity of sergeants in this ¢ mmpany, 
only one being present, corporals acting as guides. If there 
are no vacancies for sergeants in this company, it is evident 
that they are not very attentive to their duties, and if such is 
the case, vacancies should be created and filled with men who 
will attend the drills. It must be said. however, that the 
drill, as a whole, was very successful.

Marching in column of fours, however. the distance 
between ranks was not as well kept as it might have been, 
for in several instances when wheeling into ine too much of 
an interval was noticed between the fours, but owing to the 
perseverance of the instructor this defect was remedied. If a 
little more care was taken by the guides on the flanks of the 
fours these intervals would not occur. The fronts into line 
were very we'l executed and the dressing prompt and cor- 
rect. Company left very well done, the files arriving on the 
line, halting and dressing promptly. The double time was not 
yery good, too much noise of the heels striking the ground. 

Co. G (Swedish Guard), drilled on the same evening, under 





command of ist Lieutenant Holmberg, Captain Haggstrom 
being assigned to the command of the Ist Battalion. But 10 
files were present, which is a very poor attendance for this 
company, who genera!ly have a very good attendance. 
Whether the poor attendance discouraged the commanding of- 
ficer and men or not, the drill was a very slow affair, the 
manual of arms being the only part that can be commended.

Co. K held their regular weekly drill on Thursday, Dec. 20, 
1894. ‘Twenty-eight fies being present. After roll-call, the 
corporals took charge of their respective squads and drilled 
them in the various movements pertaining to the squad in the 
extended order. Every movement was well executed, the men 
responding to all the signals promptly. The deployment into 
line of skirmishers, both at a halt and on the march, was 
rapidly executed; the firing, kneeling and lying down excellent, 
and the ral_y by squads very prompt. Later on the company 
was assembled, and the sergeants took charge of the sections, 
and executed the various section movements, performing them 
very creditably. Front into line of squads was we! done, 
also on right into line of squads; the firing both by squad and 
by section splendid. In fact, the drill as far as the extended 
order was concerned, reflected great credit on. both officers 
and men. As much cannot be said, however, of the company 
movements which followed,particularly the platoon movements, 
Marching in column of fours, the alignments were wel kept 
and also the distance between the ranks. The march in line 
was fair, not by any means perfect. On right into line from 
column of fours very good, except some of the men were slow 
in dressing, but were promptly reminded of it by the file- 
closers. On right into ine from co\umn of platoons was very 
creditable, the turns being very good, and the dressing more 
prompt. Marching in line of platoons in column of fours the 
distances between the columns were not as well preserved as 
they might have been. Platoons left front into line, very 
good. It was observed that the fours oblique to their places 
in line without leaving an interval between the fours. Right 
forward fours right, both from line and from column of 
platoons, was not very good, the second four in each ‘n- 
stance getting into their place behind the leading four in 
anything but a military manner. A little more attention to 
th’s particular movement would not be entirely wasted. The 
double time was all that could be desired both in cadence and 
the manner in which the fours kept together, The manual 
of arms was very creditable, each movement being executed 
with a precision that was pleasing to witness. 

Co. I held their regular weekly drill on the same date. 
Twenty-four files being present. Their drill was practically 
the same as that of Oo. K, and the remarks on the drill of 
Co. K may well apply to Co. I. | 

It may be taken into consideration that the drill season of 
the 23d has been somewhat interrupted by their fair, and 
much valuable time lost, which may in a measure account for 
some of the shortcomings above noted, but there is not the 
slightest doubt but that they will all be rectified.

THE DECISION OF JUDGE HUGHES. 

Speaking of Judge Hughes’ decision in the Sayres 
ease, Capt. Samuel C, Lemly, J. A. G. of the Navy, said: 

I have examined his decision and it appears to be in con- 
flict with all previous decisions of United States courts, and 
even in conflict with the decision made by Judge Hughes 
himself, in the matter of the application for writ of habeas 
corpus, in the case of Joseph Van Vrankin, pay clerk, tried 
by general court-martial on charges similar to those upon 
which Sayres was tried, and sentenced to imprisonment. 
The writ was granted in his case by Judge Hughes upon 
the ground that being a pay clerk on shore duty, he was a 
civilian and not subject to the jurisdiction of.a Navy court- 

intial. In the case of Sayres, Judge Hughes appears to 
affirm the jurisdiction of the court-martial to try a pay 
clerk, but denies its jurisdiction to pronounce what he terns 
an infamous punishment, to wit, imprisonment. Judge 
Hughes, in his decision, comments upon the prison at Bos- 
ton, and refers to the limited appliances for comfort, basing 
his views apparently upon the remarks of a former Secretary 
of the Navy in a General Order, No. 162, and dated March 
»5, 1871, with regard to limited appliances for confined 
prisoners. This, however applicable to that date, does not 
apply to the present prison at the Boston Navy Yard, than 
which there is no more comfortable and well-conducted penal 
institution in the country. No case can be cited which is 
exactly on all fours with the Sayres case, but Judge Hughes 
decision is in direct conflict with the principles enunciated 
n Dynes v. Hoover, 20th Howard; in re Bogart, 2d Sawyer; 
Smith v. Whitney and others, 116th U. 8S. Reports, and with 
decisions in many similar cases. Judge Hughes, in holding 
that “the receiving-ship Franklin is distinctively a ship on 

ore duty,” conflicts with the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of the U. S. v. Simonds, 120th U. S., and 
the United States v. Strong, 125th U. S., wherein it is held 
that officers on duty on board receiving-ships are on sea 
duty and entitled to sea pay.

BATTLBE OF YALU RIVER. 

The Navy Department has received an interesting re- 
port, which follows, from Rear-Admiral Carpenter, com- 
manding the Asiatic Squadron, concerning the battle of 
the Yalu River: 


The engagement took place in lat. 39° 30’ north, long. 123° 
38’ east, about ten miles off Talutan Island, near the Yalu 
River; weather dull; sea smooth. The fleets were composed 
of the following-named vessels: 

Japanese—Vice-Admiral 8S. Ito, commenting. Rear-Admiral 
Kabayama. Leading squadron, Yoshino, 4,216 tons; Taka- 
chiho, 3,709 tons; Akitsushima, 3,150 tons; Naniwa, 3,709 
tons. Main squadron—Matsushima, 4,278 ton’; Chiyoda, 
2,439 tons; Itsukushima, 4,278 tons; Hashidate, 4,278 tons; 
Hiyei, 2,234 tons; Fuso, 3,777 tons. First Flying squadron— 
Akagi, 622 tons and Saikio Maru, 1,653 tons. The Matsu- 
shima flew the flag of Vice-Admiral Ito, and the Saikio 
Maru, a merchant vessel of the Nippon Yushen Kaisha Co., 
and ~—_ armed with a Hotchkiss battery, that of Rear- 
Admiral Kabayama. 3 

Chinese—Admiral Ting, commanding. Right wing, Yang 
Wei, Chao Yuen, Chin Yuen, Lai Yuen, Ting Yuen (flagship). 
Left wing, Chi Yuen, Quong Cha, Chih Yuen, King Yuen, 
Chen Yuen. Detached, Ping Yuen, Quong Ping and two 
others; also six torpedo boats. The Ting Yuen bore the 
flag of Admiral Ting, and the Chen Yuen that of the Rear- 
Admiral, whose name is not yet learned. 

The Japanese fleet formed in a single column, with a 
large interval between the squadrons, and approached on a 
course about N N E at a speed of 10 knots, which was main- 
tained throughout the action. The Akagi and Saikio. Maru 
were placed to the left and rear of the main squadron, for 
protection. The formation of the Chinese fleet was an ir- 
regular line abreast, heading to the westward, with the 
two battleships Ting Yuen and Chen Yuen in the center, and 
the smallest vessels on the ends. The Quong Ping and Ping 
Yuen were detached and stood off to the northward and 
westward, clear of the fleet, joining three torpedo boats, 
while the Chi Yuen is said to have left the fleet and ran 
away. Two other vessels joined the fleet as the action com- 
menced. 

After the action commenced, the Chinese are said to have 
been unable to make signals on account of the shooting 
away of halliards, etc., and therefore no tactical evolutions 
were performed, each vessel manoeuvring independently. 
The Japanese, however, signaled throughout the action 
and manoeuvred in concert. At 12:20 the Japanese flagship 
signaled to commence firing when within range, but all 
vessels reserved their fire for closer range. At 12:50 the 
Chinese opened fire on the leading squadron at a range of 
from 5,000 to 6,000 meters, their shots falling short and doing no 
damage. The Japanese opened fire at 3,000 to 3,500 meters, 
using their rapid-firing guns to great advantage and keeping 
up a true rapid fire. The fire of the Chinese throughout the 
action was much slower and their shooting was high. 

After passing down the line, the leading squadron turned 
to starboard around the Chinese right wing, their shells 
setting fire to the end vessel, the Yang Wei. As the Japa- 
nese main squadron approached and passed, the Chinese 
heavy center moved out to the front directly toward them, 
keeping up.a steady fire, while the light wings broke from 
any regular formation. This movement of the Chinese fleet 
cut off the Hiyei and Fuzo, which were lagging behind, 
leaving them in a very dangerous position. The helm of the 
Hiyei was ported to avoid being rammed, and she passed be- 
tween the battleships Chen Yuen and the King Yuen, en- 
gaging both sides, and receiving a 12-in. shell between the 
cabin and wardroom; this did great damage, setting her 
on fire and killing the surgeon-major, surgeon, chief paymas- 
ter, engineer, gunner, the helmsmen and all in charge of the 
wounded. Two torpedoes were fired at her from torpedo 
boats at 200 to 300 meters’ range, but both failed to hit. 
The Fuzo starboarded her helm and passed ahead of the 
Chinese fleet, joining the main squadron. At the same time 
the Chao Yuen caught fire. 

The Akagi and Saikio Maru now arrived in very hot quar- 
ters, the former fighting her guns well at ranges from 306 
to 500 meters, and succeeded in passing by the fleet, setting 
fire to the Lai Yuen; the latter received many hits and nar- 
rowly escaped a torpedo, which passed under her and rose 
on the other side, fired at 50-meter range from a torpedo 
boat which had been keeping between the Chinese battle- 
ships. The leading squadron was now manoeuvring with a 
starboard helm to join the main squadrun, at the same time 
engaging the Ping Yuen and Quong Ping, setting the former 
on fire and forcing the latter to withdraw from the action. 
Seeing the danger of the Hiyei and the Akagi, they made a 
second circle to port and went at full speed to their assist- 
ance, opening up a very rapid fire and bringing the enemy 
between a cross-fire of themselves and that of the main 
squadron. 

The Japanese fire was now mainly directed against the 
two battleships, and it is said to have been terrific, the Chen 
Yuen being hit about 400 times and catching fire several 
times, while the Ting Yuen was badly set on fire forward, 
which was extinguished with difficulty. The Chen Yuen here 
gallantly placed herself between the Japanese vessels, and 
the Ting Yuen, taking the fire of the fleet, while her flag- 
ship extinguished her flames. This manoeuvring brought 
the two Japanese squadrons circling in opposite directions 
around the Chinese fleet, the Chao Yuen sinking about this 
time. The Chinese smaller ships now commenced escaping 
to the northward and westward, and were chased by the 
leading squadron, which succeeded in sinking the Lai Yuen. 
The main squadron continued the action with the battle- 
ships, but, although their projectiles hit time and again, the 
14-in. armor was more than a match for the Japanese light 
guns. During this stage of the action, about 3.30 p. m., while 
the Matsushima and Chen Yren were abreast of each other, 
a 12-in. shell from the latter struck the former's barbette, 
doing much damage, sctting her on fire and killing and 
voirding several men. A few minutes later the Chih Yuen 
sunk. The battleships then went after their fleeing ships, 
which they joined about 5 p. m., while the two Japanese 
squadrons were still much sepzrated. At 5:30 p. m., it be- 
ing near sunset, the Japanese Admiral called the ‘leading 
squadron and suspended the battle. At 5:40 the Akagi re- 
joined the fleet, and was later sent to Chemvlpo outer an- 
chorage, the Hiyei and Saikio Maru preceding her. 


On the sgorencs of darkness, the Jqpenese Admiral think- 
ing the Chinese fleet was bound for Wei Hai Wei, followed 
in that direction, but fearing their torpedo boats after dark, 
kept at_a considerable distance and lost them during the 
night. Returning to the scene of action on the followin 
day, they destroyed the Yang Wel, which had been beach 
dur.ng the burning and deserted, and on the 19th inst. retarned 
to the cuter archorage off nena, There they tound the 
Akagi and Saikio Maru, the Hiyei having already arrived, 
transferred her wounded and departed in search of the fleet, 
accompanied by the Kaimon. 

The Japanese loss consisted of 10 officers and 69 men 
hilled and 160 of all ranks wounded. No vessels were lost. 
The Matsushima, Hiyel and Akagi sustained the most se- 
vere damages. The Chinese loss consisted of the following- 
named vessels sunk or destroyed: Lai Yuen, a belted cruiser 
of 2,800 tons; Chih (or Chin) Yuen, a protected cruiser of 
2,300 tons; Yang Wei, a protected cruiser of 1,300 tons, and 
the Chao Yuen, a sister ship to the Yang Weil. The Ping 
Yuen, Chin Yuen and Ting Yuen suffered much from fire. 
The Chinese loss in officers and men.is unknown, but it is 
not thought that any were picked up from the three shi 
that sunk during the action. None of the Japanese vessels 
used torpedoes during the action. 





SETTLED BY A GLOVE FIGHT. 
(From the N. Y. Times.) 


WEST POINT, N. Y., Dec. 17.—Thomas Emery Merrell, 
of Kentucky, a member of the fourth class at the Academy 
and Lloyd England, of Arkansas, a member of the second 
class, settled a dispute by pugilism in a room on the third 
story of the barracks. Eugiand fouled Merreil in the fourth 
round and the fight was awarded to his opponent, but Eng- 
land was about defeated before he committed the foul. The 
dispute arose last September and it was then agreed to 
settle it in the prize ring. All the paraphernalia of the 
ring was used, including sponges, seconds, etc. They fought 
like game cocks, and both have been under Surgeon For- 
ney's care since and are likely to be for a week yet. 


POST AT LITTLE ROCK, ARK. 

The award made by Quartermaster-General Bachelder to 
Frank Keppler, of (Cnicago, for the construction of new 
buildings for the. new posi near Litt.e Kock, Ark., will not 
be disuurbed. Secretary Lamont has refused to reopen the 
case, although asked to do se by Mr. Vincent Kelly, of Leay- 
enworth, Kan., who made the lowest bid for the work. In 
his bid, Kely stated that he would complete the work in 18 
months. Keppler offered to do it in 12 months, and al- 
though the latter bid was higher than that of Kelly, General 
Bachelder thought the saving of time more advantageous than 
the money difference between the two proposals. The con- 
tract amounts to more than $100,000. Secretary Lamont, in 
his letter of refusal to open the matter, stated that to set aside 
the award of General Bachelder would establish a precedent 
that might be injurious to the Army in the future. 


MOUNTED INFANTRY. 

Capt. Walter H. James, late of the Royal Engineers, re- 
cently gave an interesting lecture before the Aldershot 
Military Society, at Aldershot, England. Speaking of the 
usefulness of mounted infantry, which has been defined as 
picked infantry shots mounted on horses for the purpose 
of mobilization, Captain James said that forward patrols 
might be largely, supplemented by mounted infantry. With 
regard to the addition of fire, it was desirable that some 
means of giving fire to cavalry should be adopted. Guns are 
used as resistamts in exploring and in action In the fight. 
The revolver had been mentioned, but he would not advise 
the arming of cavalry indiscriminately, as it would be im- 
possible tv lead them, but he thought individual squadrons 
might be trained in its use, and be taught to take up a po- 
sition at a given point at critical junctures, and fire in- 
dependently ‘The more powerful horse artillery guns were, 
the better He would advocate a heavier shell rather than 
uny special weapon. 

He thinks that cavalry will have great opportunities in 
modern battics, In which a wide outflanking movement will 
be most tmportant. Cavalry, with increased power of mobii- 
ization, will produce greater effect if enabled to get round 
ntanety in action. It is impossible to say what this effect 
would be morally and physically. No doubt with the la 
armies which it may in the future be necessary to put in 
the field, it will be desirable to make the action sharp and 
terrible, and to continue pursuit to the bitter end, in which 
case cavalry would be of the highest importance. ‘Irhere- 
fore, the role of cavalry is by no means at an end. If well 
led in the future, its effect will be just as great in modern 
as in past warfare.
